The most valuable 
strain Is the Itallan, and many Itallan 
bee farmers demand and recelye with- 
out question prices ranging from $50 
to $200 for a single queen bee ofa 
certain kind, Such bees are sent all 
over the world, The owner of a bee 
farm near Ottawa, Canada, goes to 
Surope annually and brings back with 
him bees of an aggregate value of 
thousands of dollars. He is enabled 
through the agency of an Itallan firm 
to effect an insurance upon the most 
valuable of his queens.

Has 
sho not and does she not annually send 
over great invading armies and annval- 
ly demand that we pay her not only 
gold, but things more precious than 
gold? Yes, yes,” I said to myself, “Eng: 
land Is not & conquered rival, but.a 
conquering friend. Instead of preach- 
ing a patriotic sermon to show how 
the American nation has triumphed, 
‘over the British Empire I will twist- my 
theme around. I would tell how the 
British Empire has conquered America, 

-(. And when I show how the Britivh Erm: 
pire has conquered us 1 will glory in 

that conquest. for as Englind and 
Scotland and Ireland have put thelr 
impress upon us, so we in turn through 
them ‘are helping io put our impress 

upon the whole world for civilization 

and for Christ.” 

Tho British Empiry, in the first place, 
has conquered America by the power 
of the tongue. The first words that we 
learned to lisp at our mother’s knee, 
the words that we shouted on the play- 
ground and spoke before the school 
desk, the words that we read in the 
morning newspaper and tn brary 
book and hear from our lecture plat- 
form and pulpit are English words. 
The language of the American people 
is the language of England's rose and 
of Scotland's thistle and of Ireland's 
shamrock. The same tongue we speak 

" was spoken for centuries in the British 
4 Isles. Therefore, though a new nation 
‘ yas born on July 4, 1776, it was not a 
new race. It was simply the Goddcss 
of Liberty as a bride leaving the old 
English homestead and setting up in 
housekeeping for hersejf. She still be- 
longed to the old Engilsh famlly. She 
still} spoke the mother tongue. More 
than that, she was dominated by her 
mother’s accustomed ways of thinking 
and doing things. And this tle of lan- 
guage which binds the American peo- 
ple to their British kindred cannot be 
found binding us to any other nation 
on earth, 

When two nations lika the Brillsh 
people and the American people speak 
the e language they must inevit- 
ably be one in feeling. It does not make 
-much difference who slits upon’ the 
English throne or who 1s in America’s 
Presidential chair, the (wo nations arc 
one. They are one because they have 
the same teachers. They are one be- 
cause they have the same legends. They 
are one because they naturally think 
alike, whether they will or no. This 
fact was beautifully illustrated some 
years ago when John Hay, then Amer- 
fcan Ambassador to London, spoke at 
the unveiling of the bust of Sir Walter 
Scott in Westminster Abbey. y 

“The books a boy reads,” sald Mr. 
Hay, “are those most ardently admired 
and Jongest remembered, and America 
reveled in Scott when the country was 
young. I have heard from my father, 
a pioneer In Kentucky, that in the carly 
days of this century men would saddle 
their horses and ride from all the nelgh- 
Doring counties to’the principal poxt 
town of.thelr region whema new novel 
by. the author of ‘Waverley’ was  ¢x- 
pected. Through all the important 
» formative days of the republic Scott 
was the favorite author of the Amer- 
jeans, and, while his wridngs may not

A’ Monument to An Era, 


Monuments, in the mind of the aver- 
age Englishman, seem post-mortem ap- 
purtenances of great military heroes, 
or pf statesmen. To many there may |. 
apptar a suggestion of sacrilege in the} ++" 
notion that o poet or a playwriter 
should be thus commemorated." In the 
ense of Shakespeare, however, an ex- 
ception is’ made. Jt is a fact, and an 
odd fact, that he is not thought of as a 
poct, or an author of plays. It is not 
the playwright that the monuméent will 
honor, but a certain force which Is 
connoted by the name. Shakespeare; 
not an historical character, but an his- 
torical event, an ert, perhaps the most 
glorious in our common history. So 
great and marvelous @ place .dots he 
occupy in our hearts that an honor 
done his memory seems on a parity 
with ao salute of the Unlon Jack, or the 
applause won by the National Anthem. 
The Shakespeare monument, whatever 
form it assumes, will be a monument 
to a race. . 

A Distinguished Committee. 

Some such ideas as these were clo- 
quently set forth by a number of noted 
men at a recent guthering in the Mfan- 
sion House at London, called for the 
purpose of considering the matter. 
Among those who were present and 
spoke were Lord Avebury, Lord Reay, 
president of the British Academy; the 
Lord Mayor, Dr. Furnivall, the famous 
Shakespearean scholar; Anthony Hope 
Hawkins, Bram Stoker, Sidney Lee 
Becrbohm Tree, and Prof. Gollancy, the 
latter honorary secretary of the gath- 
ering.

NYul Novgorod, where the great Rus- 
sian fair ia held, far on toward the 
frontier of Asia, I found the most diffi- 
“yult proposition in all Europe from the 
standpdint of the traveler seeking rest 
tnd refreshment.

THE MUD DAUBER WASP. 


She Entembe Living Spiders as Food 
For Her Youna. 

When summer warmth has awakened 
the maternal ‘Instincts of the insect 
work] the mnd danber wasp may be 
seen gathering mortar at the margin of 
stream, pool or puddle, Filling her 
mandibles, which serve as both spade 
and hed, she bears the Joad of mud to 
some rough surface, rock or wall or 
board or beam. She spreads and shapes 
her mortar until, after-many visits to 
the mud bed, she has built a tubular 
cell about an -inch long and three- 
eighths of an inch wide. 

Then her buntress Instinct awakens 
and her ralds upon tbe spider realnr be- 
gin, for within this cylinder the moth- 
er mason will put a single egg. In 
course of time this will hatch Into a 
ravenous larva whose natural food is 
living spiders, and these the mother 
proceeds to capture and entomb within 
her mud daub nursery. On this errand 
she may be seen hawking over and 
near cobwebs of various sorts, ventur- 
Ing within the meshed and beaded 
snares that prove fatal to most incom- 
ers and sometimes even to herself. If 
the occupant, expectant of prey, sallies 
forth to seize the Intruder, it dnds itself 
a captive, not a captor. The wasp 
shakes the silken filament from wings 
and feet, turns upon the spider, scizes 
and stings it, bears it to her cell and 
thrusts it thereio.—H. C. McCook In 
Harper's Magazine.

With Kustenji and other unprotected 
ports of Roumania, Bulgaria and Tur- 
key at the mercy of the battleships’ 
guns, and with the Inability of Vice- 
Admiral Kruger’s squadron to inter- 
fere with her career tacitly admitted 
by retiring them from cornmissfon, this 
desperate expedient was selzed upon to 
prevent — International , complications, 
and to rid the Black Sea of mutineers. 

This problem for a single destroyer, 
which is dificult and dangerous at best, 
as she will have to encounter both the 
Kniaz Potemkine and her attendant 
torpedo boat, is now complicated by the 
departure of the battleship from Kus- 
tenji, and ignorance as to where she 
Will next turn up; but a despatch from 
Kustenjl throws a gleam of hope on 
the dark aituation by Intimating that 
a considerable number of her crew are 
anxious to desert their icaders and to 
escape the consequences of their mu 
tinous actions, 

The Admiralty, however, It should 
De stated, does not admit that the 
Smeetilvy hax gone on such an crrand, 
though the officlals suy frankly that 
the Kniaz Potemkine must in law be 
Tegarded as a pirate.

SHOT AT MUTINEERS. 


But Roumanian Warship Didn't Strike 
the Kniaz Potemkine. 
Bucharest, Roumania, Juiy 4.—The 
Russian torpedo beat Na. 267, accom: 
panying the Kniaz Potemkine. at- 
lempted to enter the port of Kustenjl 
yesterday. The Roumanlan cruiser 
Elizabetha fired ou the torpedo, but 
failed to hit her. The turpedo boat 
then retired. The Kniez Potemkine left 
Kastenji yesterday afternoon. It ts 
state she Is returning to Odessa. 
These incidents followed the rfusal 
of the crew of the Kniaz Potemkine to 
accept the Government’« offer, made 
through the captain of the port, who 
positively announced that the mutt 
neers would not be allowed to receive 
Provisions unless they came ashore ub 
armed and delivered up the battleship 
and torpedo boat to the captain of the 
port. If these conditions were fuifille ad 
the mutineera would be kiven their 
liberty to go where they pleased.

Odessa, July 4.—Rstiantes of the 
number killed during the fires and riot- 
ing of last week run as high as 6,000, 
A far greater number were shot down, 
but many of the bodles were tnciner- 
ated.

A tor 
pedo boat destréSer and a cunbout 
arrived here during the night, bring 
ing RearAdmiral Choukin, commander 
of the Black Sea ficet, The city Ix quiet. 
Many strikers havo returned to work. 

British Ship ts Searched. 

The torpedo boat destroyer, upon her 
arrival here, fired a blank shot scros# 
the bow of the British steamer Cran- 
ley, lying off Fontana, for the purpose 
of taking off British subjects if neces- 
sary. The destroyer signalled the Cran- 
ley to accompany her inside the har 
bor. The Cranley complied, the de 
stroyer In the meanwhile keeping her 
guns trained on the steamer. Later, 
Russian officials took possession of the 
Cranley and searched her for revolu- 
tionary, refugees, The Brithkh Consul- 
General protested to the Governor, 
saying there was no reason to suppose 
that any refugees were on board the 
Cranley. It 1s presumed she will be 
released shortly. 

British Ship Freed.

THE COLOR OF SNOW.

Really a Delicate Blac, 

Belence, while it gets at the marrow 
and essence of things, upsets many 
pretty delusions and fancies. We have 
been taught from childhood that snow 
is white, and the impression conveyed 
to our brains through the medium of 
sight appears'to settie the question be- 
yond the possibility of a doubt, yet, 
though the judgment of our senses ‘is 
to the contrary, it can be scientifically , 
demonstrated that its true color is blue. 
It is a faint and delicate cerulean tint,

the scientific declaration that snow Is

it is a well known fact that pure wa- 
ter in small quantities Is perfectly 
transparent. In large masses it is dis- 
tinctly blue. Snow Is simply the crys 
tals of pure water. The refiection from. 
these is that of allthe ‘colors of the 
rainbow or prism, but by. uniting be- 
fore they reach the eye cause snow to 
appear to be white. “But,” you will 
say, “the single crystal also appears to 
be white.” This Is true beyond ques- 
tion, the reason being that that which 
appears to be a single crystal is In 
reality a’ multitude of microscople 
threads, prisms, lines and dots, 

In spite of their apparent great dl- 
versity In form and shape, which may 
vary from hairlike crystals to perfect 
stars of beautiful, delicate and Intri- 
cate designs, they may be sald to be 
absolutely uniform in original delinea- 
tion, that of the hexagonal prism. The 
primitive form is that of a straight 
needle of ice, radiating from a central 
nucleus, always at symmetrical dis- 
tances and at angles of elther 60 or 120 
degrees. What may on casual examl- 
nation be taken for exceptions to this 
tule are the little disks which occaslon- 
ally fall.

Claims We owe the lumbermen 
nothing financially or morally ; what 
we should have is an lovsestigation, 
commencing not later than Confeder- 
ation, and find out what are the bal.

THE CAREER OF A MAN yrto, 
THROUGHOUT A LONG LIFE,

OF RESPONSIBILITY. 


Mr, John Beil, K. C, ono of Belle- 
ville’s oldest and most highly esteem.: 
ed citizens, passed away at an carly 
hour this morning at the family resi- 


dence, corner of Queen ‘ahd George: 


streets, The came peacefully, sbort- 
ly before the morning twilight ap- 
peurcd. For some time the deceased 
gentluman had been in deeliaing 
health and for the past three days 
le bad been unconscious, the end ap- 


parently being near, 


Joho bul, K. C., Consuiting Gen. 
oral Counsel of the Grand ‘Trunk Rail- 
way Compuny of Canuds, wus born 
in 1625, im Stravine, County Tyrone, 
irviana. He is a son of Hovert Bell, 
who, when Mz, Bell was throe months 
oid, emigrated co New York and Mr, 
Iyoik attended school where Wall 
atrect now is until 1833, In this 
year Mr. Robert Bell moved with bis 
tamily to Canada, In 1843 Mr. John 
isl vecame a pupil at Victoria Col. 
lege. Ig 1844 he started the study 
of law in Bytown, now Ottawa. In 
the following ycar he removed to To- 
ronto and completed his course ia the 
oftice of the tate Chisl Justice May- 
gwerty. In 1849 Mr. Boll was ad 
mitted as an attorney and solicitor, 
and immediately ufter entered into 
partnership with the late Honorable 
Juhn Roxy under the pame of Ross 
& Bell. In the early part of 1851 
Mr. Beli wax culled to the bar. In 
3652 he was on the organization of 
the Grand Trunk. Rallway Company, 
appointed its yoneral counsel, which 
position he retained until December 
31, 1904, when owing to failing health 
he retired from the active work and 
became the company’s consulting yen- 
eral counsel, which position he beld 
al the tims of his death. He is also 
a director of the Grand Trunk Paci- 
tic Railway, tho Central Vermont 
Muilway Company end many other 
railway und bridge companics — in 
which the parent company are inter. 
ested. In 1850 he was appointed 
solicitor to the Bank of Montreal, 
aly to the County, and on the incor- 
poration of the Merchants Bank he 
also became its solicitor. He was also 
solicitor ‘for the well-known Rath- 
bun Company, All these positions he 
held at the time of bis death. 

At_the first clection of Benchers’ of 
the Law Society, Mr. Bell was elect. 
ed one, and at each succeeding clec- 
tion, 

In religion Mr. 2icll is a Presby- 
terian, in polstics a Liberal. He never, 
although often solicited, was a can. 
didate “for any political office or 
position. 

Mr, Bell in 1853 marricd Miss Helen 
M. Turnbull, daughter of the late 
John Turnbull, of Belleville, She 
died in 1879. In 1884 be marricd 
Miss Caroline L. Stewart, ‘daughter 
of the late Dr. Stewart, of Belleville. 
She died in Apri} of the present year.

ing often in sudden death from heart 
failure, apoplexy, diabetes or kidncy 


‘The prevention of obesity means rez- 
* ulation of diet, especially in middle life 
and when changivg from an actire out 
of door occupation to a sedentary in- 
door iife. Often the amount of food 
should be cut down from one-fourth to 
one-half, especially avoiding fats and 
sweets, also soft foods, which tend to 
gormandizing from ‘deficient mastica- 
, tion and too hasty eating. No wine, 
beer’ or alcobolic drink or tea or coffee 
:, Should beased, At meals even the use 
of water should be restricted. § Exer- 
‘ clse should.be taken in the open air 
and deep breathing practiced to in- 
; crease the Intake of oxygen and bum 
up and oxidize bodily toxic matter. 
| For those women who are overstout, 
j yet retain a falr amount of physical 
: Vigor, the day should begin with a cold 
; bath, plunge, spray, cold towel rub or 
| sponge bath, after which should be tak- 
en active exercise In the form of work, 
| either {n the open air or In a well’ ven- 
; Ulated room, horseback riding, bicy- 
; cling or a brisk walk for an hour or 
! more. Exercise in a well ventilated 
gymnasium may be substituted for the

Beereia of the Eycbrow. 

The eyebrows are very significant of 
character and emotion. ‘Thelr beauty 
consists In haying them , moderately 
thick, especially ucar the Inner third 
and tapering to o point—soft, allky, 
regular hairs, a shude darker than the 
bair of the head, slightly curved, sepa- 
rated on the bridge of: the nose and 
clearly defined against the skin. 

When the eycbrows are irregular 
and bristly the offending hairs may be 
maintained in their proper place by 
adhesive pomade or remored entirely 
if they are superfiuous. It Js not tell 
to trim the eyebrow generally, as It 
makes it coarse, and in using tweez- 
era grent care must be taken not te 
pull out hairs which ought to remain. 

When it Is desired to thicken or 
strengthen the brows two drops of ca}j- 
uput may be gently rubbed into the 
skin crery other night, but the rub- 
bing should always be In the direction 
of the balr from the nose outward. If 
it is desired to deepen their hue it 
should not be done by a dye, but with 
a pencil of dark pomatum, which al- 
Jows accuracy of application and docs 
not affect the akin or eyes, or with a 
coarse neodle smoked over the flame 
of a candle, which is equally harmless, 
but less permanent.— Designer,

Cake, too, 
will abserb oder and give it out again 
as taste. Whenever yeu can, keep 
things shut up by themselves, and 
you'll find yeur trouble well repaid.—

St. Petersburg, July 6-—The  situa- 
tion regarding the armistice is as fol: 
lows: Russia‘had formally signified to 
President ‘Roosevelt her desire for a 
lasting peace not only by the appoint: 
ment of ‘plenipotentiaries, who ‘will be 
accompanied by experts, fully empow- 
.ered to conclude a treaty subject only 
to the ratification of the respective 
Governments, but as a final step has 
indicated her readiness to suspend hos 
tilities, She bas avoided formally ask- 
ing fer an armistice as a matter of 
pride, but under the ‘circumstances 
Russia could hardly go further than 
ahe has. 

Japan, so far ax known, has not yet 
indicated her attitude, or, if she has 
Russia has not been #0 Informed. 

An eminent ambassador of a great 
European power said to the Associated 
Press: “If Japan declines it may prove 
to be a misfortune for the whole world. 
The position of Russla ts critical, The 
Emperor, crushed by the defeats In the 
Far East and with almost civil war at 
home, has bowed hix head to the In- 
evitable. He wants peace, and Japan 
has the proofs in her porsession. Jap 
an has vindicated her power before 
the world and has won the admiration 
ef the world, 

“Nothing becomes a victor so much 
as a broad spirit of magnanimity. If 
Japan stil insisis in humbling the Em: 
peror's head into the dust and forcing 
a useless battle, which will result in 
the loas of tens of thousands of lives, 
she may produce a cataciysm of amar 
chy greater than that of the French re 
volution, which will leave Rusela no 
Government to negotiate with, besides 
threatening the peace of Europe.” 

Japan has another proof that Rus- 
gia has decided on peace in the aban 
@onment of further mobiligation in the 
Bt. Petersburg and other districts, 
where, in spite of the deplorable in 
ternal situation, such a step would not 
have been taken if the Government 
seriously contemplated a continuation 
of the war, 


DECLARES REBELLION. 





Kniaz Potemkine Issues Another Pro- 
clamation to the Powers. 


St. Petersburg, July 6.—The battle 
ship Kniaz Potemkine has arrived at 
Theodosia, a port on the caster coast 
of the Crimean peninsula, without the 
torpedo boat which she towed out of 
the harbor of Kurtenji, It Is belleved 
that the battleship took the crew of 
the torpedo boat on board and aban: 
doned or sank her while on the way 
to Theodosia, 

Summoned by the Knlaz Potemkine. 
representatives of the Town Council 
went on board the battleship and were 
recelved In the admirals cabin by the 
commission commanding her. 

The commission demanded the deliv: 
ery of five hundred tons of coal and 
Provisions of various, kinds within 
twenty four hours, and threatened that 
in the event of noncompliance, afier 
duc warning to the tnhabliants, the 
town would be bombarded. 

The commission also proposed that 
the Mayor shall transmit to the popu 
lation a proclamation demanding the 
termination of the war, and a convo 
cation of zemstvos, etc. Leaming of 


these demands, rgany inhabditanst fi 
the town, The whrkmen insisted t 
the demands be gfnied.

A special mee of the municipal 
council was called adhd the council con: 
sented to deliver the provislony, but re- 
fused to comply with the demand for 
coal for the reason that the town had 
none. 

Declare Rebellion.

67 Will Be Shot. 

Odessa, July 6—Sixty seven of the 
mutineers from the Georgl Pobleduno: 
setz, Including: the ringleader, were 
imprisoned yesterday. It Is expected 
that all of them will be shot. 

Destroyer Get Supplies. 

Bofia, Bulgaria, July 6——-The Russian 
torpedoboat destroyer Stremileiny, 
anchored off Varna, oppoalte Prince 
Verdinand’s palace, Tussday evening. 
The commander of the vessel requested 
supplies which were immediately 
granted and the destroyer xatied, 

Cossacks ‘Fired on Strikers, 

St. Petersburg, July 6.—Cossacks fir 
ed on the Putilof! works strikers yeu- 
terday morning. The trouble was start 
ed by the arrest of a youth while en- 
tering the works. The police suspect: 
ed him of having dynamite in his pos- 
session. On being made a prisoner the 
young man drew a revolver, and shot 
his captor. dead, and was himself 
wounded by a bullet fred by another 
policeman. The strikers quickly con- 
gtegated on the Peterhoff road, and 
Cossacks were ordered to disperse 
them. The soldiers charged, using their 
whips, and then fired a volley, causing 
several casualties among the strikers.

The dirtiest frying pan will become 
clean if soaked five minutes in ammo- 
nia and water. 

It is well to remember that a pound 
of sugar {s one pint, an ounce of liquid 
is two tablespoonfuls and a pint of 
Ugquid weighs sixteen ounces. 

An egg whisk made of wire set ina 
wooden handle is a necessity in erery 
kitchen. It is required for clearing 
soup, beating whites of eggs or cream 
and to make checolate froth.

Should any disagreea- 
ble smell arise from cooking, put @ lit- 
tle of the dust on to the hot partof the 
range, and the scent given out will 
purify the air immediately.

The secret of making the meringue 
for lewon ples so that it stands tall 
and thick is In the baking. Whip the 
whites of the eggs to a froth that will 
not fall out of the bow! when turned 
upside down. Put in about a table- 
spoonful of granulated sugar for each 
white, stir very little, spread it on the 
ples when they are just done and still 
baking hot witbout taking them out of 
the oven and let them bake with the 
oyen open, If made hot enough to 
brown, the meringue will surely fall 
and become worse than nothing. Five 
to ten minutes is enough to bake the 
meringue dry and straw colored. Sift 
granulated sugar on the top of ‘the 
meringue as soon as spread on the pie 
before baking. x 

A Friend In Need. : 

When traveling, it is well to be pro- 
vided with a bottle of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia. In case of faintness ten 
to twenty drops taken in a wineglass 
of water will often give relief. If one 
is to be alone, it is well to provide 
the mgdlicine beforehand. Fill a three 
ounce bottle with boiled water and 
add a teaspoonful of the spirits, shake 
well and cork tightly. I¢ can be taken 
in two doses half an hour apart.

The Visit Hane Christian Andersen

Hans Christian Andersen treated us 
to was a Uttle anecdote whith, cv- 
riously enough, since it was so very 
characteristic of him, he omitted from 
his autobiography.

of the royal carriages, with coachman 
and footman In red livery, the same as 
the royal family themselves used, 
placed at my disposal, to pay a visit, 
The king smiled and sald, ‘With pleas- 
ure! So I drove out in the royal 
carriage, with pauached horses, snd 
coachman and footman, to pay a visit 
to my old diocesan dean, The carriage 
walted outskle while 1 was in the 
house. ‘That was my revenge.” It 
seeins to me that we have Andersen's 
whole self, his romantic bent, his old 
bumillations and bis vehement, balf 
childish greed of honour, in_this Uttle

After two years he returned to Devon- 
shire and established himself as a por- 
trait painter in Plymouth, where he } 
was taken up by Commodore Keppel, 
who, belng appointed to the Mediter 
Tauern station, invited the young paint- 
er to accompany him in bis ship, the 
Centurion. Thus he was able to visit 

tomne, spending two years there Ip 
very close study, expecially of the 
works of Raphael aud Michael Angelo. 

It was while pajoting in the corridors 
of the Vatican that he coutracte) a 
cold which brought on the deafness 
that afterward afflicted him during the 
rest of his life. Leaving Koime, he vis- 
ftel Parma, where he feil under Cor- 
reggio’s Influence, then Florence ond 
Venice, in the latter city studying the 
worka of the great colorists, On his 
way home he stopped iu Paris, making 
acquaintance with the work of Ru- 
bens.

May Select, Leaving Russian Treasure Behind 
— Naval Battalions Revolt. 





Kuastenjil, Roumania, July 10.-—The 
flag of St. Andrew's once again loats 
over the battleship Kniaz Poteinkine 
and the torpedo boa® which have prov 
en such terrors to the Black Sea com: 
munities for a couple of weeks past. 
The formal surrender of the mutinous 
crews actually occurred at one o* 
Saturday afternoon, after a serits of 
discussions and negotiations between 
the Roumantan authoritles and the 
leaders of the mulineers. 

Roumanian officers who doarded the 
battleship on her amival here. called 
upon her crew to surrender, In whicn 
case they will be treated as foreign 
deserters, or else ieave the port forth 
with.

ance of the Roumantian terms.

More encouraging 
reports have scidom, if ever, come 
out of the Canadian Northwest. Not 
only in there a considcrablo increase 
in the wheat acreage, but the re- 
ports are practically unanimous in 
giving the prospects for the grow- 
ing crops as most encouraging. The 
only exception is the Red River Val- 
ley, where too much rain is reported 
to have dono damage, running all the 
way from 10 per cent. to half the 
crop. There was a time when the Red 
River Valley was tho whole North- 
west, but it is now a very small 
section. In addition, this section Is 
ttled by generally well-to-do 
farmers, and so the consequences of 
the partial! failurs reported here 
will not be nearly as serious as if it 
had occurred further west, where the 
new-comers are taking up land, and 
who require a bountiful crop to place 
them firmly on their feet. The re- 
ports indicate that this in just the 
kind of a crop that will bo harrcsted, 
though it is, of course, much too ear- 
ly to speak with ans degree of cer. 
tainty. There has been too much rain 
generally, and a speli of hot, dry 
weather wae required, a spell which 
has since the reports were made duly 
put in ite appearance, and done much 
good. ‘The grain ix well rooted this 
year, and favorable weather during 
July ia all that i« required. There ix 
apparently less Jaad speculation in 
Manitoba than usnal, though the evil 
is referrg to in some of the reports 
from thi erritories, In the great 
number of instances the financial 
position of the farmer is reported to 
have improved, Where be is not as 
well off ax he wan last yelr at thia 
time ix ip these sections where rust 
did the most damage, Accompanying 
the report is the following statistical 
statement prepared by Mr, F. 0, Fow.

imental decrepltude? Do we And here, 
as a dear fricnd of mine some time ago 
tried to prove to me, simply a half 
blind, deaf, toothless, stiff jointed, 
rheumatic, palsied, helpless old man, 
being wheeled around in an Invalid 
chalr or hobb.ing.about on a crutch or 
grunting and groaning on a bed of 
chronic Invalidism? Is he a nervous 
wreck, a white haired, Umorous” old 
patriarch, afraid of his own shadow? 
Is he a cowardly person, who, reallzing 
his own physical infirmities with a dis- 
cased mind, is conjuring up a lot of 
puwtnalive dangers If there are no 
ai dangers at hand? I think not. £ 
belleve that the writer is here pletur- 
ing old age, but it the noble, brave 
and self reliant old age which your 
father and mine had when they drew 
near the end of thelr earthly career. 
It is not the pitlable old age of senile 
cowardliness. It ts the farslghtod, in 
aplring old age of carctaking cautious- 
ness which generally coines from the 
bitter experiences of misfortunes. To 
be cautious Is not necessarily to be 
cowardly. To be reckless is not nee 
essarily to be brave. The reason some 
young folks are reckless Ix because 
they do not realizs the dangers at 
hand, against which ax sensible men 
and women they should careful.y pro: 
tect themselves,

“loving cautiousnens” ‘There ds ose 
much—aye, xo very much—depending 
on most of ux younger im Many of 
us have families of Httle children wha 
are looking to us for their dally bread, 
We are also. respousible for our useful- 
nesa which can bleas all mankind 
about us. Thus, instead of telling my 
hearers to be needlessly reckiess, I 
would tell those in youth and those in 
the prime of strong, middle fe to be 
“lovingiy cautlo He, cxutious for 
your own sakes, Especliliy -be_cau- 
thous for your dear ones and for the 
good which you may do for Christ and 
for the great outside world, No man 
hax a right to run any useless risks 
whereby hi@ physical life might quick: 
ly \bo ended. If duty ‘culls you as a 
hurse OF a 4yurKeONn to enter the contag: 
lous ward of uw hesptial, then there 
you should go. If duty blds you shodl- 
der a rifle‘and charge the qcumny upon 
e'bloody battlefield for your country’s 
preservation, then there you should go 
and Nght. But, §€ duty does not coin: 
mand you to endanger your physical 
Ife, then you have no right to run any 
reckless risks, 

Useless recklesuness ix not the slan 
of a sublime bravery, but of arrogant 
and inalpid stupidity. General Wit 
ilam T. Sherman on his famoux march 
from Atlanta to the sea powerfully 
tuught this truth. For days and weeks 
and weary months Joxeph HB. John- 
ston und he had been playing hide and 
neck behind thelr opposing, breast- 
works, First would come the brilllant 
Nanking, movement, then the brave 
charge, then the quick retreat and ite 
readjustment of the Confederate lines 
and the bullding up of, new breast: 
works, One day the northern com: 
mander was standing tn a dangerous 
Poaltion on a certain fortification, He 
was tellig his engineers how the de 
fenses should be lald out. ‘The bul- 
letx In-regular hailssorn were falling 
about him and plowing up the ground 
on every side, A chaplain of one ‘of 
the regiments cliinbed uy nd took hta 
position hy SherMay'’. x» “What 
fre you dolug here?" asked Sherman 
fn hia blunt, gruff way. “Hive you 
any mexuige for met “No, aera,” 
onawered othe chaplain, “2 merely 
cameé-ep ta view. the enemy's posttlon, 
If you ure willing to face duuger) here 
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I should ¢ 
hero fer duty’s, sake,” answered Sher- 
“t am not here for curlusly.

any useless physical risks, 33 

But, though this truth should be axt- 
omatic, on every hand wefind met 
trying to prove to the world that they 
are brave merely because they are fook 
ishly reckless. Some time ago [ stood 
in- Yosemite Park,\looking upon’ the 
great Half Dome, rising nearly, 5,000 
feet from the valley below. There.is a 
trail running up to williin three or four 
hundred feet of the summif. Then'the 
rock agcends almost perpendicularly to 
the top. As I stood’ loo at that 
height a gentleman told. me that “in 
1875 a Scotchman made up his mind 
he would ascend ta‘the top of the Halt 
Dome. , To ascend it;would do no one, 
any good. It would onty endanger hix 
own life: But ‘ascend {t he’ would. “Sb 
he went and got a lot of fron pegs. He 
would drill one hole {nto the side of the 
Halt Dome and then stick a peg into 


‘the hole. Then he would crawl up and 


stand upon that peg anid drill another 
hole and shove In another peg unfll at 
Jast, after days of weary work, he 
stood upon “that which Is high.” “Oh,” 
I sald to myself, “how Ike the foollsh 
actions of that’ man are some of our 
actions! We risk our physical lives for 
nothing. Down at the seashore we 
swim away out beyond the life lines to 
make people think we are brave, We go 
fishing In cranky boats, We climb 
dangerous heights. We ride fractious 
horses, We run needlexs risks to bene 
fit no one.” Avoid that which ix high, 
Be wise, and shun foolish and reckless 
physical dangers. Lavingly cautious 
should we be in reference to our phy 
sical life. 

Lovingly cautious, also, should we 
be In reference to our geod names. I 
the gilt frame which holds the artistic 
masterpiece Is valuable, how | much 
more precious must Hosa Konheurs 
“Itorse Fair’ be than the wood whieh 
holds the canvas of the great Freneli 
animal puinter? If the setting of a 
Jewel ts valuable, how much more val 
uable must be the “Pitt diamond,” 
which flashed froin the golden hit of 
the court sword which Napoleon L 
wore on the day of his coronation? If 
a inan’s physical life is valuable, how 
much more valuable ls his good name, 
by means of which that phystcal Ife 
can be made of some practical good to 
his fellow men as well ay to bimset? 
And yet just think how quickly 
are ready to risk thelr good ham 
well as thelr physical existence! 

In the first place, for a mere social 
preferment, they are ready to risk 
Ulir good natnes by evil assochailons.

Like the Scotchnuan who 
risked hls physical life by cliinbing the 
smooth rocks of the Half Dome or 
like that reckless climber who the 
other day lost hix fe when crawling 
niong the edge of Et Caplan. in old 
Yosemite, some of us are Seking our 
Rood names by ussoclating Brith evil 
companions and py of neavory 
reputation with whom we are seen on 
the street and in soclal gatherings. 

But tha narrow ledges of social 
heights on which many men and wo 
men fovlisbly risk thelr good names are 
not nearly as many or ax narrow or as 
high as the dizzy and dangerous ledges 
along which some men are ready to 
risk thelr good names in order to win 
a prize of gold. Where there ix one 
man who ie ready to risk his good 
name fur soctal success there are ten, 
Iweaty, Ofty—aye, ao hundred—men, 
who ure ready to risk thelr good names 
for Nhancial success, And those men 
are often ready to rixkk their good 
names when these names are their 
only capital tn life. 

Oh, my friends, never allow your 
good name.to be linked to on xhady 
fnanclal enterprixe, Never trifle with 
your yxood naine by walking alonq a 
dangerous ledge on whiph your feet 
might slip and you may be precipitated 
Into the abyax of disgrace, My father 
many years axo improssed this fact 
upon my mind. He sald: “My-son, us 
a minister of the goapel, in all prob- 
ability you will never be financially 
wealthy, but on account of your good 
name, unless you ure careful, some 
scheming men will try to drag you Into 
shady Ananclal enterprises. Then you 
will be dixgraced, as’ was my = dear 
friend Schuyler Colfax, who met his 
political death in the Credit.

-MISSOURI RIVER BOATS. 


Tripa of the Old Side Wheelers Ia 
. the Early Days. 





In the early days there was A regu- 


Jar line of packets between St. Louis 
and St. Joseph, all side wheelers, and 
the average round trip occupied elght 
dass. A bout left St. Louls every day 
for the Missourl river, and as there 
were fourteen boats In the line each 
boat made a round trip once every two 
weeks during the season, During the 
winter the boata ran between St. Louis 
and New Orleans, 

Coming up the river the boats ran 
all ufght, but in golng down they al- 
ways Jald up as soon ax darkness set 
in. In going down the river the boats 
usunily left St. Joseph early In’ the 
afternoon and laid up for the ulght at 
Weston, where there was always a lot 
of frelght to load. The next duy they 
went to Lexington, the next to Boon- 
ville and the next to St. Louls. Occa- 
sionally during bigh water a boat 
would leave Lexington at daylight and 
reach St. Louis in time for breakfast 
the next morning. 

They boats carried from 200 to 400 
passengers on the trip up the river, 
counting the imimigrauts on the deck, 
Sees back they only had cabin 
paxsengers. The cabin fare from 8t. 
Louls to St. Joseph ranged from $10 
to $15, which included meals and state- 
room. The boats were all supplicd 
with fine cooks, and the passengers 
lived on the best that money could 
buy. 

The average boat carried 500 to 600 
tons of freight in addition to passeh- 
gers. During low water freight that 
now costs 20 cents a hundred cost $2.60 
a hundred. The expense of a round 
trip from St. Louls to St, Josepb, in- 
cluding Joading and unloading, was es- 
timated at $4,000, and the income from 
cost to $7,000. Each boat carried a 
crew of from 80 to 100 men. The aver- 
age value of the boats in the line was 
probably $45,000 each. 

The boats were often on sand bars, 
where they sometimes remained for a 
day and night, but altogether the time 
was made surprisingly well. <A pilot 
who had a reputation for keeping his 
boat off the bars commanded as high 
43 $500 a month. Each boat was pro- 
vided with two pilots, and this expense 
usually amounted to from $900 to $1,- 
000 n month, All a river pilot saved 
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he put In bis watch chain. You could 
tell a high priced pllot by the size of 
the links in his gold watch chain, A 
rattling good frat mate who knew how 
io handle a boat after it struck a bar 
received $250 a mont. : 

Poker was a favorite river amuse- 
ment, and It wan not an uncommon 
sight to see elght or ten games going 
at the same time in the main cabin of 
a steamboat, And the playing was for 
actual money, which was displayed in 
stacks on the tablcs. 

Among the famous boats on the river 
at that tlme were the Kate Kinney, F. 
G, Aubry, Morning Star, John D. Per- 
ry, Sloux City, Omaha, Carrier and the 
James H. Lucas. The last named made 
the fastest run In-tbe history of the 
river—59 hours and 22 minutes from St. 
Loula to St. Joseph,

A Story of President Grant and aa 
* Obstinate Subordinate: + ; 
General Grant's generosity to his 
foes, hla many private amd official kind- 
tiesses to the widows’ and orphans of 
Confederate ‘soldicrs, js an old tale, 
but It bears repetition in the form of 
an Ineldent which Helen D. Longstrect 
gives in “Lee and Longstreet at High 
Tide” i 

The widow of a Confederate officer 
applied to the postoffice department to 
be appointed postmistress In a small 
southern town. As she beard nothing 
of her application, abe went to Waxh- 
Ington to press ft. She was unable to 
move the authorities at the postofiice 
department and was about to go home 
in despair when a friend suggested that 
it night be worth while for her to sco 
the president, 

With much effort whe summonal 
courage and appeared at the White 
House. The president{recelved her In 
n most friendly manneg and after hear- 
ing her story took ber application and 
wrote a strong but bret indorsement 
on the back of it, She burried tn tri- 
umph to the postoffice department. 

The official to whom she prescnted 
the application frowned und pondered 
over it for some time andl then wrote j 
under the president’a Indorsement, 
“This being a fourth class office, the 
president does not have the appointing 
power.” 

The application was handed back to 
her, and she went away In deep dis- 
tress and was aguin preparing to me 
turn home when another friend told 
ber by all means to take the paper back 
to the president, so that he might see 
how his Indorsement had been re 
celyed. When the prealdent read it 
he wrote under the last Indorsement, 
“While the president does not have the 
appointing power in this office, he tis 
the appointment of the postmaster gen- 
eral” and, summoning hia secretary, 
President Grant digected bim.to ne.

Making and Using the Bordeaux 
. Mixture, 

Ono of the casiest: ways of prepar- 
ing stock solutiona ia to use a Vesse} 
of known capacity, fill it with water 
to tho desired point, then enclose the 
required quantity one pound to a gal. 
jon of copper sulphate erystals in a 
coarse sack, such as « bran sack, and 
suspend them in the water from a 
stick or board laid across the barrel, 
The crystals will dissolve more quick- 
ly if not too decply immersed in the | 
water. In the case of the lime weigh 
out the desired amount, on: pound 
to tho gallon, and sake it in a barrel, 
adding just enough waicr st first 


to prevent burning and at th ey 
time thoroughiy slake the tins, Giter 
which it can be muds up tu the re- 
quired vowume with water. 

The stocn solutions were made >0 
that each yallun of the solutiun re- 
presented ene pound of the copper 
sulphate or of ths lime. The formula 
used in making up the Bordeaux was 
that known as the 1-10 formula, that 
is, one pound of copper sulphate and 
onc of jime tu every ten gallons of 
water Hence in making up 
fifty gallons of Bordeaux, all that 
was necessary was to transfer five 
gallons of each of the stock solutions 
to the dilution barrels, and Git then 
up with water to the twenty-five gal- 
Jon mark, 

Some authoriticn recommend a 
stronger ptuck solution of copprr sul- 
phate than that mentioned, that is, 
instead of one pound tu a yallon, two 
pounds are used; and others advine 
a saturated soiution, claiming for the 
latter that when such « solution is 
used no change in its strength can 
occur by evaporation, as it is always 
at tho saturation point. A saturated 
solution contains about threc pounds 
of copper sulphate to the gallon. If 
the weaker standards are used the 
only precaution necessary to observe 
when carrying over « stock solution 
is to mark the height of the fiquid 
in tho barre! and restore it to its 
original voluine before .usiog. 

The time of application ix not al- 
ways wisely chosen. For example, the 
first spraying for apple scab should 
always be made before the buds have 
swollen very much. (A spraying at 
this time Will ordinarily do more to- 
ward ensuring frecdom from scab 
than subsequent ones, the ultipate 
success is, however, dependent on onc 
or two subsequent ones, say one 
shortly after the Llossoms fall, fol- 
lowed ty another from ten to four- 
teen days later. In the same way the 
codiin moth can only be controlled 
by spraying with arsenites, which 

may bo added to the second Bordeaux 
application for seab, shortly after the 
blossoms fall. 





WHEN AND HOW TO PLANT 
STRAWBERRIES. 


Karly spring, just us soon as the 
ground can be casily warkod, ix the 
best tame. If possible give them new 
land just civared from the woods. The 
soil ahould be worked deep, but keep 
the subsoil where it belongs. It 
planting on old land, apply fifteen 
to twenty cords per acre of stable 
wanure—one-third of that smount 
will do on new land. The next kext 
fertilizer is bone and ashes, one ton 
of bone and two tuns of ashes per 
acre. Put the plant food ou top of 
the furrow and harrow it in. 

Mf a Jargo field is to be sct make 
rows 31-2 to four {cet apart, sct 
plants cightcen inches in the rows. 
In August place the new plants about 
six inches apart, till) the width of 
the row is twenty inches, then cut 
off all runners beyond this width. 
Every runner you cut off causes the 
parent plant to send out a side shoot, 
so at tho end of the season they will 
be very Jarge plants, and will bear 
from a pint to one quart cach of 
large fruit. -When setting plants 
have the crown just level with the 
top of the soit. — Be sure to press the 
earth well about the plants.

‘THE WEARING OF BEARDS. 


At One Time a Tax Was Exacted 
¥er the Privilege. 

In dayx gone ‘by the wearing of a 
beard was a privilege that had to be 
paid for, the tax on every bear! of a 
fortnight’s growth being 3x, 4d. in the 
gracious days of Queen Elizabeth. 
For over half a century the monarchs 
of Russla made their male subjects 
who wore beards py Into the national 
exchequer. This tax was Impose. .by 
Peter the Great in 1706, the nobles hay- 
Ing to disburse 100 rubles and the low- 
er clasaesa 1 kopeck. The tax on beanls 
was kept up by Peter's four successors 
on the throne, of all the Russias, and it 
was finally repealed In 1762 by Catb- 
erine IJ, France, too, at one time im- 
posed a beard tax upon the clergy, 
which was pald py those who could 
afford it, alth the large majority 
had to yield to the razor’s onslaught. 

In the fourteenth century shaving 
was popular with young men, while the 
oki men were, attached to forked 
beards. The latter custom is referred 
to by Chaucer, who in describing an 
assembly says, “A merchant was there 
with a forked beard.” Beards were 
worn In various shapes and forms dur- 
ing the reigns of Elizabeth, James 3. 
and Charles 1, as the poems, plays and 
other literary productions of those 
periods amply testify. In his “Anato- 
mile of Abuses”, Stubbs alludes to the 
barber who was accustomed to ask 
his client whether he wished his beard 
“cut to look terrible to your enemy or 
aminble to your friends, grim and stern 
In countenance or pleasant and de- 
mure.” Or 

William Harrison, a clergyman from 
whom one gains many peeps at the siz- . 
teenth century, refers to some of the 
styles of bears at that period. If a 
face happened to be “platter-lke,” a 
long, slender beard would make it seem 
the narrower, If it be weasel beaked, 
then “much hear left on the checkes 
will make the owner looke like a bow- 
died hed and so grim as a goose.”—

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JAPAN’S WAR ON DISEASE. 


What Fregressive Medical Methods 
Accompliabed Im the Army. 

Typhoid, that dread scourge of sol- 
diers, bas been almost eliminated from 
the Japanese army in the present’ war, 
This is only one of a number of 
achievements In the prevention of dis- 
ease and death which I observed while 
supervisor of nurses nt the great base 
of the army at Hiroshima, while on the 





hospital ships and while at hospitals” 


on the Yalu river, In Manchuria. At 
these and at other places I had excep- 
tional opportunities for noting the med- 
tical, surgical and sanitary precautions 
which have produced such remarkable 
results, 

In the three months following the 
battle of the Yalu (May, June, July) 
General Kuroki's army had only eighty- 


three cases of typhoid. There were on: 


ly 103 cases reported in Gencral Oku's 
army from Its landing In Manchuria, 
May, 6, to the end of the following Jan- 
unry. Of tho many thousands of pa- 
tleuts treated at the great base hospl- 
tal of Hiroshima, Japan, prior to the 
en! of September there were only fifty 
deaths of men who had typhold, and a 
large proportion of these deaths were 
actually due to beriberl, wounds or 
other complications, Contributory to 
these results are undoubtedly the facts 
of the great attention paid to sunita- 
tion, of the daily consumption by every 
soldier of several pills of germ destroy- 
Ing creosote and of the Ixolation of ey- 
ery case of typhold, which Is treated as 
a@ contagious disease, Our own country 
showed a sad contrast to these figures 
at the time of the war with Spain. Ac- 
cording to the board of experts who ex- 
amine the sanitary condition of our 
army, about one-fifth of the troops In 
the camps of mobilization had suffered 
from typhold, which had caused four 
thes as many deaths as all other dis- 
eaxes combined. 

It Is a well known fact, shown by 
statistics of the last fifty years, that 
TNusstan soldiers suffer more from dis- 
ease than soldiers of almost any other 
elvilized army, and direct information 
which [ received Jast summer con- 
frinsl the opinion that Gene al Kuro- 
path’ bad been seriously handicapped 
by the great amount of disease in lis 
ranks.— Anita Neweomb MeGee In Cen-

Ottawa, July 11. ~ On the motion 
ot the House to-day to go into sup-

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126 Lives Believed to Ba Lost 
in a Welsh Pit. 


Disaster Is the Worst In the Colleries 
There Since 1894 — Heroic Efforts 
Have Succeeded in Recovering 68 
Bodies—Hundreds of Women and 
Children Make Pitiful Scenes 
Around the Pit Mouth. 


Cardiff,’ Wales, July 11—An explo- 
sion of fire damp in No. 2 pit In the 
Unfted National Colliery Co. at Watts 
town, in the Rhondda Valley, the cen 
tre of the great Welsh coal fields, yex- 
terday, {s believed to have resulted In 
the loss of ut leant 126 lives. The first 
indication of the explosien was a loud 
report, Immediately followed by belcn- 
ing of clouds of smoke and dust from 
the pit shaft, in which 150 men weré 
working. The force of the explosion 
wrecked the machinery at the mouth of 
the pit. * 

Al communication with the doomed 
men in this direction is completely 
severed. No. 1 shaft. adjoining, has 
ordinarily afforded communication with 
No, 2. The 800 nen in No. 1 and the 
few who cscaped from No.“2 were 
drawn up. A rescue party descended, 
but ite work wax seriously impeded by 
the foul alr and failing massex of earth 
dislodged by the explosion. 

Altogether sixty-eight bodies have 
been recovered. Herole efforts have 
been made for hours to reach the en- 
tombed men, bur late last night the 
absence of all sound from the interior 
of the mine to'd the tale of the worst 
disaster that haw taken place In South 
Walex since 1894. 

The news of the explosion spread 
rapidiy and hundreds ef women and 
children, and thousands of men throng 
ed the head of the pit seeking informa- 
tion. The mountain rondways were 
crowded all the afternvon and there 
are now streams of people in the neigh- 
borhood of the mine all contributing 
to the pitiful scene. 

Efforts at resue were still fn pro- 
gress at midnight. and currents of 
fresh alr were being driven through 
the shaft, but the rescuers are now 
working without hope of reducing the 
list of fatalities.

It bas not been wo long slnce pennics 
hare been given out in change at the 
postofiice. Two or three years ago & 
man bought a mouvey onler at the 
Butte postoffice.. He had 2 cents in 
change coming to him, but there were 
no pennies with which to pay it He 
complained to the postoffice depart: 
went at Washington, and then came 
an order directing that 2 supply of 
pennies be obtained and change made. 

Since then there has been pennies in 
Butte, Helena and most of the larger 
oftices In Montana. But the merchant 
as a general thing has Uttle use for 
pennies, and it will probably be a long 
time before they come Into circulation 
in that part of the northwest. 

* There are no penny newspapers in 
Montana. Children always have a 
nickel to buy candy, sometimes more. 
There are no penny values shown for 
sale In that city.

You will have a jelly with very little 
solid matter. Add mlik, and it Ss ready 
for baby. A little sugar may be used, 
but do not make the common mistake 
of thinking everything for baby must 
be sweetened and later wonder why 
when he is hungry plain bread and 
butter without a sugar dressing Is not 
acceptable, Gradually {increase the 
amoupt of oats ured until you have 
accustomed the iittle xtomach to taking 
it as ordinarily prepared for breakfast. 

Bread and milk is readily assimilated 
and easy to prepare. Use the entire 
srheat bread if you can get Jt. Place a 
siice in a saucer and pour over it the 
warmed milk. Crushing between the 
tines of a fork docs away with chunks 
and will not make the bread sticky, as 

crumbling between the fingers is apt 
to do, 


Saving Irons. 

Many housckeepers are annoyed by 
their. flatirons becoming rusty from 
dauipuess In the cupboard. ‘This may 
Le easily prevented. Before puttlog 
the frons away after the ironing Js fin- 
{shed rob them with a ltde warm 
grease ou a plece of soft paper and 
wrap them in thick brown paper, 
When they are to be use! again dip 
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them Into very hot water with a little 
soda dissolved In it and wipe them dry 
before puttitig them orer the fire to 
heat. When taken from the fire for the 
irduing have some brown paper on the 
table with a little powdered bath brick 
on it and rab the fron on this. Hare a 
picce of paraffin tied in a muslin bag, 
rub this lightly over the iron and then 
polish it on a: soft’cloth. ‘This almost 
takes longer in the telling than the ac- 
tual work does, but the process makes 
the fron delightfully smooth and easy 
to use, and consequently one may get 
over the clothes more quickly.  Fiat- 
frons frequently receive very : little 
care, and snowy white clothes too of- 
ten are spoiled by them. They should 


always be immaculately clean.—House-’

Increased Cost of Living 
In the United States. 


Oswegu Times: Prices of fuel, cloth- 
ing and practically all food products 
are constantly Increasing, according 
to a bulletin Gust issued by the Bur- 
eau of Labor, covering the period 
from 1890 to 1904.

Agaln part- 
ly fill the tub with hot water and scrub 
it with the brush and sand soap to 
make sure that all greasy particles 
have been removed. Then rinse it in 
clear hot water and thoroughly dry. 
Cover it with two coatings of the 
common palnt, letting one thoroughly 
dry before putting om the second coat. 
Then give it several coats of the en- 
umel paint. This paint will dry more 
quickly than the other, and the bath 
will no longer be an unsightly object.

SINGING FLAMES. 


Twe Littie Experiments That Are 
Carious and Interesting. . 

Did you ever hear of “singin” 
fiames? Here are two Uttle experi- 
ments showing how xcnsitive a tame 
may be to sbarp sounds and hoy It 
may be made to “sing.”

WHIPPING EGGS. 
An Art With Which Many Fxpert 
Cooks Are Not Familiar, 

Whipping eggs Is an art with which 
even many experienced cooks are not 
familiar, Wire egg beatera are the 
tight sort to use for angel food, me- 
ringues or anything In which the cells 
are to be coarse, au this will beat the 
air {n to ‘inflate them. Wheel ege 
beatera are better for the cake that Is 
to have a fine gralb. 

For batter puddings and popovers 
beat the eggs little. For cream puffs 
do not beat them at all, For omelet 
(unless It is a souffle) and German pan- 
cake try beating the ergs In this way: 
Put the whites in the bowl and beat 
them light. Turn the yolks into the 
froth and beat enough to mix them 
through It, 

Beat the whites and yolks together 
and not to a ight consistency for cus- 
tard elther bolled or baked and all cus- 
tard puddings. Simply stir the yolk a 
few times with a fork for mayonnalse 
before beginning to drop the oll into It. 

For souffies, Spanish cream and tapi- 
oca puddings beat the whites separate- 
ly und as light as posalble, so they will 
rise te the top after belng incorporated. 
Mix the whites of the eggs Into the 
sugar and beaten yolks before adding 
the flour and baking powder for sponge 
cake, Add te the mixture as many ta- 
blespoonfuls of boillug water as there 
are eggs in the cake. For delicate cake 
fold In the whites the last thing as 
lightly as possible, 

To mix white of cgga with cream 
beat light and add to the cream (also 
beaten stiff) a short time before It Is tu 
be used. This In a delightful mixture 
for ansthing which demands whipped 
cream,.as it is less rich and Is also a 
ood substitute for the old fashioned 
pudding sauces In which egg whites 
are beaten up with shetty a sugar. 
Flavorey iq {pls ey or simply sweet- 
éried with the addition of & few grat- 
fogs of nutmeg, this combination 
makes a delicious sauce for lttle baked 
batter puddings,

The 
bill, which is to be incorporated In the 
criminal code, now stands for a third 
reading, and will probably pass fn this 
form: 

(1) The expression “trading stamps” 
includes, besides trading stamps com- 
monly so called, any form of cash re- 
eript, coupon, premium ticket or other 
device, designed or intended to be 
given to the purchaser of goods by 
the vendor thercof, or hia employe or 
agent, and to represent a discount on 
the price of such goods or a premlum 
to the purchaser thereof, which fs re: 
deemable either (1) by any person 
other than the vendor or the person 
from whom he purchased the goods or 
the manufacturer of the goods, er (2) 
by the vendor or the porson from 
whom he purchased the goods, in cash 
or foods not his property or not bie 
exclusive property; or (3) by the ven- 
dor elsewhere than In the premises 
where such goods are purchased, or 
which does not show upon Its face the 
place of its delivery and the merchant: 
able value thereof, or is not redeem- 
able at any time. 

When its Not a Violation. 

(b) An offer, printed or marked by 
the manufacturer upon any wrapper, 
box or receptacic In which the goods 
are sold, of a premium or reward for 
the return of auch wrapper, box or re- 
ceptacié-ts not a trading stamp within 
the meaning of the section.

Ottawa, July 15-—When the House 
met yesterday. morning Hon, Bydney 
Fisher moved the adoption of the. re- 
port of ‘the Tuberculosis Cemmi:tes, 
stating that the clause recommending 
that a certain amount would he paid 
over by the Dominion annually to the 
Provinces to’ defray the cost of dlspen- 
waries, inspection, the erection and 
maintenance of sanitaria, etc, was te 
be struck out, 

Sir Wi'trid Laurier said that this 
clause, if adopted, would have far 
reaching consequences. He objected to 
the Dominion being bound te do any 
thing tn the way ef contributions to 
the Provinces. Whatever expendituree 
‘were made ought to be dene and com 
trolied by the. Dominion. 

Mr. Borden said that his view was 
pretty well along the 2a: line as ex- 
preased by the Premier. Dominion 
ought not to be bound, but left free to 
take its-own initiative. 

Trading Stamp Bill Passed. 

‘The trading stamp bill was read the 
third tlme, 

Mr. Oliver's bil! respecting roads and 
allowances for Saskatchewan and A} 
berta was read a second Unre, 

Mr. W. F. Maclean brought up the 
Quesiion of a report adopted by the 
Telephone Committee, which had ben 
adopted at a meeting earifer tn the 
ay, which did not recommend any 
legialation this seasion. Mr. Maclean 
contended that legislation sheuld - be 
introduced at once providing for the 
interchange of traffic and the admission 
of te‘ephones to all railway stations. 

Mr. Zimm; called him to order 
for referring to a report not before the 
House, and, the point being sustained 
by the Speaker, Mr. Maclean deftly, 
based his remarks en the judgment of 
the Rallway Commission on the Port 
Arthur case. He went.on to say that 
independent telephone development in 
the United Btates hed been very great.

This is over a dollar a head of the 
population, a very considerable bur- 
den in itself, and one that, if the re- 
venue does not this year show a larg- 
er Increase than it did last year, may 
hecome awkward to carry.

This sort of 
thing is clearly out of the question 
in every way. It wouid not be mili- 
terism but foolishness, because it 
would be beyond the reasonable power 
of the people to bear.

ernment docs not provide a cheek on 
the exces: : zeal of its members, es.

outside opinion that will cheea the 
inciination to go beyond what is ree- 
sonable and wise in this as ain other | 
hranches of the public service. 








Nickel Coins for Cana 

The proposition that Canada shi 
have ¢oins made of pure nickel hae 
indch to commend ft, Canada is a 
source of the world's supply of thia 
metal. Buch material for fifty, \wen- 
ty-five or ten-cent pieces would cost 
perhaps one-fifth ax much as that in 
the silvar coins now used, In fact, 
the nickel coins would be as mach 
tokens as the bronze coins are pow, 
fut thot docs not seem to be an ob. 
jection. Op the contrary, it hax the 
advantage of giving larger profit to 
the Government. Silver coin is uot 
w legal tender in Canada excepe for 
small amounts, It is not used for 
reserves in the Government tyeasury 
oc in banks. 1t can be circulated only 
in limited quantities. Silver coinsare 
new tokens to the extent of ‘more 
than balf their face value, There is 
bo point in insisting that they shall 
teprosent intrinsic values tu the ex- 
tent that they do now. Formerly our 
silver coinage represented a bullion 
valuc much nearer the face valuo 
than it docs at present. No great 
calamity has resulted from the de. 
precialion except that when the Gov- 
ernment, which has issued the coins 
und made one hundred per cent. out 
of the transaction, dishoncstly — re- 
fuxcx to accept them whea they are 
slightly worn, the bolder suffers a 
loss. Jt would seem to be worth 
while for the Govcrament to consider 
whether xilver should not be replaced 
by jure nickel, the coins when worn 
to be redcemed by new ones at the 
face valuc. But it would be a long 
time before they would be 
warn.

When Dry It Is Richer Than Gatmen! 
er Indian Corn. 

Seaweed Is eaten on the cousiy of 
Scotland and Ireland in vast quantl- 
ties and, thougti unpalatable and fla- 
yorless, is at times the chief foo? of 
the poorest. ~ 

When dry it is richer than catmea] or 
Indian corn in nitrogenous constituents 
and takes rank among the most nutri- 
tlous of vegetabic foods, 

To prepare seaweed for the table it 
sbould be steeped In water to get rid of 
the salt with which It Is impregnated, 
and a little carbonate of soda removes 
the bitter taste, which to some palates 
Is most disagrecable. 1¢ should then be 
stowed in milk or water till mucilagi- 
nous and is best favored with vinegar 
or pepper, .. 

Fungi are almost everywhere largely 
eaten, though In England less atten- 
tion Ls paid to them than they deserre, 
and few kinds appear at table. 

A curious error js to suppose that 
fungi are eatable and toadstools pol- 
sonous, No such line of demarcation 
exists nor, strictly speaking, has the 
name toadstoolmmy precise meaping. 

Very many fungi are edible, and the 
common aguric usually eaten In Eng- 
land is not the most palatable and 
wholesome, Few foots are more sn- 
very, and none xre greater favorites 
than well cooked fungi, and the souls 
of Seaetariane yearn for them.

Vie is vaten much more geucrally iu 
the north than to the south, Chivago iy 
a great ple center, St, Louis is pot so 
good. Milwaukee also ranks low. One 
would not think that there are means 
for usxcertalning the facts iu regan! to 
ple consumption, but 1 bave gathered 
stitistios on the suvject during the last 
two years which enable me to compute 
with reasonable correctness the con- 
sumption of ples in every atte In the 
Union, Iles are made tn greater vari 
ety than formerly, and the supplies are 
brought from greater disiances—in 
fact, from all parts of the world. The 
season of pies tide of green fruit has 
been prolonged, and ples are male of 
canned frult the year round,

Phibloy, with others had entered in- 
to. a consplracy by which ceriuln 
rbdings—for it was not confined to 
these ttwo-were to be stolen In the 
may. I ‘have tutimated. The wholo 
scheme had been divulged to this de- 
puty returning officer by Byron OD. 
Lott, himself. The pamos had been 
givem to him of certain deputy re- 
turning officers throughout the rhi- 
ings who. were to manipulate those 
bogus ballot-boxes. Our informant 
further stated, and I know it to be 
a fact, that*hls brother—for the de- 
puty returning officer who divulged 
this schemé was the brother of By- 
ron QO Lott’ himself—Byron 0.’ Lott 
dhad, on three occasions: before this, 
deen the Liberal candidate for the 
Local Legislature for tho Province 
of Ontario, for North Hastings, cach 
time meeting with defeat. It was a 
well-known [act in that part of the 
country that during the interval be- 
tween these cleetions be was almost 
‘constantly at the seat of Govern- 
ment in ghe City of Toronto; he 
could be seen almost any day of the 
week in consultation with Ministers 
there, and hobnobbing with them 
around the Louse of Assembly.

They, furnished a de- 
sign, but the mechanic was unable 
to perfect the machine owing to his 
not having seen a genuine Canadkts 
ballut-box, and he desired fo sen 
that before be could perfect the ma- 
chine. Accordingly these two worth- 
jes visited the deputy sheriff in tho 
Exty of Kingston, who was &he _re- 
turning “officer 1 the lute election, 
and procured from him one of the 
genuine ballot-boxes, which they 
took to Watertawn and put into 
the hands of this mechanic. This 
ballot-box was exhibited in court, 
pnd it had drawn upon one side of 
it the form which the inner cam- 
partment, of the bosus box was to 
tukn, in other. words, 2 modelyof the 
bogus ballot-box. When that was 
placed {n the hands of this mechanle, 
after some labor, he produced this 
bogus box. While the box was being 
msdcemand [ muy mention this as it 
came out im the evidence—while this 
box was being perfeot:d scveral vis- 
its were made by these candidates to 
Watertown for the ‘purpose of seeing 
how’ the tinsmith was progressalny 
with ‘his work.

Jbnoxious Toronto Man Persist- 
ed In Comizg to Her Home. 


Mra Kyle of Ingersoll Uses Revolver 
With Deadly Effect on David Mé- 
Gee — Firat Shot Missed But Two 
Others Took Effect — McGee Ran 
Ten Yards and Died on th. Side- 
walk a’ Moment Later. 


Ingersol!, July 19.—Because he per 
sisted In coming to her home and at- 
tempting to Interrupt the happiness of 
ner Mfc, Mrs. Emiline Ky ce, wife of 
Robert Kyle, an employe of the Inger 
soll Condensing factory, shot and killed 
David MeGee just outside her house at 
7.30 thls moming. Three shots wero 
fired from her revolver. The first miss- 
“d, the othera took effect. MeGee drop- 
ped on the sidewalk after running ten 
yards and died a moment later. 

“I’ve Shot a Man.” 

Mrs. Kyle immediately walked to po- 
fee headquarters, half a mite from her 
home, and gave herself up, “I've shot 
a man,” was He xchimation, as she 
cushed info Oh a} WViight's office. “Ho 
ts now lying dead on the road near my 
trouse. I'm’ sorry, but I had to do it. 
fe would not stay away from my home 
and to protect myself 1 was forced to 
do it.” 

The chief promp:ly placed her un- 
fer arrest, and, accompanied by Dr. 
Neff, coroner, set out for the scene of 
the tragedy. Arriving there they vlew- 
ed the remalna of MeGee lying on the 
sidewalk, Ye had n bullet in his head 
and ane her in the shoulder, Death 
Was pracitcally {nxtantancous. The 
body was taken to Burett's undertak- 
Ing rooms and prepared for burt A 
jury later viewed them and adjourned 
to meet last evening. 

Victim a Toronto Man, 


The murdered man is a son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John McGee, of Toronto, who 
'ived in Ingersoll.up io ten years ago. 
Hix family are highly respected but his 
life was largely a failure. Eight years 
ago he was xent to Woodstock’ Jall for 
ixsaulting Polleeman MeConnell here. 
Later he was sent to the Central Pris- 
on, Toronto, and a couple of ycarsa ago 
was arrested for abducting a Mix« Me- 
Intyre in Toroniv. He was captured 
with her at Detroit, and sentenced to 
a term fn prison. One month ako he 
returned to Ingersoll and hax been here 
ever since. fe was net working, and 
was frequently to be xeen around the 
Kyle home, 

Robert Kyle, husband of the woman 
who now stands accused of murder, 
when Interviewed, yesterday, sald:— 
“Three weeks ago MeGee came to my 
home, I didn't want him around, burt, 
seelng he wax out of work, I gave him 
fool for iwo weeks Then he began 
drinking and Tordered bln away. Tle 
used to return while TE was at work In 
the factory. My wife was afraid of 
him, as he would threaten to smash 
our windows If she did not let him in 
the house. 

Kept Doors Locked, 

“For the lest 
kept the doors locked, ta keep him out. 
This morning she opened the doors 
to wash, and in less than 15 minutes 
after I jeft for work McGoe appeared 
My wife tells me slie told him to leuve. 
He didn't go. She got a revoiver. off 
the dresser and fired at him asx he en- 
tered the door, The bullet missed him 
and he ran out on the walk. My wife 
went to the door and told him to ga 
on, He began te return. She fred 
twice again and he dropped I bor 
rowed the revolver last) Wednesday 








from Superintendent Knight, of our 
factory. that my wife might defend 
herself. [ feared the {-low, as he had 


been drinking.” 

Both Kyle and his wife are well 
thought of here. They have no family, 
The scene of the tragedy ix a neatly 
kept frame house on the westem out- 
skirts of the town, At noon Mra. Kyle 
Was remanded on the charge of murder. 
Both the accused and the murdered 
man were about 35 years of age. 

Did Not Wilfully Kill, 


The coroners fury was out one hour 
and five minutes, and returned a ver 
dicie“that David Magee came to bis 
death from a wound in his head, caused 
by « builet fired from a revolver in the 
hands of Mra. ED Kyle, and that the 
said Mrs. FE. Kyle did not wilfully kill 
nh} David Magee, but fred the re- 
rin omer to frighten him away.” 

Subsequently Mo Kyle was taken 
before Pollee Magistrate Morrison, 
when the charge of murder was read, 
but on advice of her counsel, Mr. J. H. 
Hexler, she'did not plead, but was ro- 
tmanded to Woodstock Jall until Mon- 
day, the 24th inst, at 2 o'clock, when 
she will appear for preliminary hear 
Ing.

The main thing, scieatific 
abarps say, is to maintain proper 
skin evaporation. In this connec- 
tion some valuable hot weather ad.

Obriously, the more chance the 
akin has of disposing of excrctory 
products and of maintaining a proper 
evaporation of perspiration the bet. 
tet will the surface be protected 
against oxternal heat. Nature indi- 
tates this by increasing the activity 
of the sweat glands during warm 
weather. It is one of the most ef- 
fective methods of protection against 
aunstroke, The moment this func- 
tion is arrested. there is danger. The 
victim of heat prostration always has 
a dry, hot skio it has been shown 
by scientific experiment that during 
perspiration the body parts with 
threo times as much of its internal 
heat as when the surface ls compara. 
tively dry. 

It need not be said that clothing 
bas very much to do with the com. 
fort and safety of tbo individual un., 
der the varied conditions of outside 
temperature, 

In hot weather the yreat polnt is 
to protect the body from external 
heat by flight coverings and st the 
same time te favor rapid dispersion 
of increased Lodily temperature. Ex- 
perience and experiment havo quite 
effectually scttled these points, 

Not only the texture Lut the color 
of the fabric is taken into account. 
Cotton clothing is perhaps the most 
Ucsirable for summer wear in this 
climate, loose meshed woollen cover- 
ings being next in efficiency. The 
lighter the weignt of the material 
the better, Starehed undetwear is al- 
ways uncomfortable, as it prevents 
eshalation. The wilted shirt ix the 
every-day argument against stiffened 
and impermeable coverings Tight 
clothing is an abomination ut any 
time and a special! source of danger 
in summer weather, the corset being 
a conspicuously defiant offender 
along these lines. 

Colors differ in their power to ab. 
sorb and reflect the heal of the sun's 
tays. White materials are always the 
coolest, Then come ths colors in the 
order of their different cooling re. 
lations—ycilow, red, green and blue, 
while black is at tho end of the list.

THE VALUE OF OKRA 


AN IMPORTANT FOOD PLANT THAT 
18 MUCH NEGLECTED, 

Ite Nutritive Properties Are Very 
High and It Is Particularly Bene- 
ficial In Cases of Chronic Indiges- 
tlon—Some Simple Recipes, 


Okra is a very important and useful 
plant, with numerous uses, the most 








‘important being for the table. The 


green pods without doubt make the 
finest soup vegetable supplied by the 
garden. Cooked whole they also fur- 
nish a palatable side dish. The nu- 
trient properties of okra are very high. 
and it has the additional advantage of 
being an exceedingly wholesome arti- 
cle of food. It is erroneously called 
gumbo in many cook books and even 
in some. eucyclopedias, The name of 
the plant and ita frult ls okra. Gumba 
is n general term for various kinds of 
soup made of it. Okra, In fact, is an 
excellent food much neglected. 

A very important consideration from 
the alimentary polut of view Is the un- 
usually bigh percentage of digestible 
matter. That fact had been establish- 
ed by common experience long before 
any analysis of the pod had been 
thought of, for wherever the vegeta- 
die Is in use ft 4 well known that the 
soup is highly beneliclal to persons 
with weak stomachs, Often it will be 
retained when nothing else can be tak- 
en, and ft has in many cases restored 
tone to digestive organs that seemed 
hopelessly disordered. 1t Is a. purtic- 
ularly beneficial food in cases of dys- 
entery and chronie Indigestion. 

The dried seeds, parched aud ground, 
are sald to make an acceptable sub- 
stitute for coffee. A substitute for ar- 
rowroot can be made from the roots. 
The leaves, green or dry, are used, de- 
cocted, for their demulcent properties. 
The inner bark, soft and white, con- 
talnos a strong fiber resembling flax. 
The outer bark is also fibrous and, to- 
gether with the woody part of the 
plant, furnishes excellent paper stock. 
As okra fs easily raised, it can be cul- 
tivated with profit. 

For table use the pods must be cut 
while tender, , generally when about 
thrcoe Inches Jong. They grow mpidly 
and soon become woody. The plant is 
very prolific, and st will continue to 
bear until touched by frost. A® small 
patch will more than meet the require. 
ents of av ordinary family, aud the 
surplus may be preserved for winter 
use by two couvenient methods, The 
easier In by drying. Slice the pod, 
crossways, into sections a quarter of 
an Inch thick, spread thin oa large 
dishes or trays aud expose to the sun 
from day to day until thoroughly dricd, 
Pat in jars or close cans and keep 
free from moisture. ‘The other method 
of preservation Is by canning, which 
will be explained later on, ‘The plant 
fy folincious and ornamental euoush 
for the power garden. The leaves ure 
Jarge and palmatisected, amd the bios- 
soms, which in form reseinble thoxe of 
the hollybock, ure at first a brilliant 
gold, with a purple dixk. After the 
first day the gold also takes a purplish 
bue. 

Here are some of the best recipes for 
cooking okra: Okra soup—Take a 
plece of beef or a marrow bone, put 
on In cold ater and boil until cooked. 
Slice one quart of okra pods crossways 
{nto thin sections and add, with enough 
strained ripe tomatoes to give the soup 
a rich color. Continue to boll until 
the okra is thoroughly. cooked, which 
will take about fiftecn minutes. A 
green pepper, froin which the seeds 
have been removed, sliced and added, 
will Juprove the daver. The various 
gmbos, chicken, fish or crab, are made 
in the Kame manner, 

An excellent soup cau be made with- 
out meat by boiling the okra, sliced 
aa above, and adding when cooked a 
good sized piece of butter, Other vege- 
tables, such as carrots, onions and 
celery, may alvo be used, but Jovers of 
okra prefer It straight. Soup mude. as 
above will keep In a cool place for sev- 
eral days and improve with age. 

A savory dish for lunch or dinner Is 
made in the following manner: Butter 
a pudding dish, put ina layer of couk- 
ed or hslf cooked rice, a layer of sliced 
okra, a layer of ripe sliced tomatoes, 
butter, pepper, salt and a Httle sugar 
if the acid of the tomatoes be objec- 
tlonable; repeat the layers until the 
dish fs Oiled: grate breadcrumbs on 
top, with pleces of butter; pour Ip as 
much Doillug water as. the dish will 
hold; bake long enough to cook; serve 
bot. : 

Okra also makes a palatable vegeta- 
ble dish, but In this form It {ts vot al- 
ways acceptable on Orst acqualutance. 
Its substance Is viscous, and for that 
reuson probably docs not at once cap- 
tivate the taste, Put the pods, whole, 
{nto boiling water, with salt; boll 
about fifteen minutes or until cuoked; 
pour off the water, place {nu a hot dish, 
ald pepper and plenty of good butter; 
serve bot. Cooked in this way, treated 
with good vinegar and served cohi, it 
makes a g20d salad, ‘ 

Any housewife can do her own can- 
ning of okra, Slice and boll the okra 
until two-t irds cooked; put in a hot 
Jar, Gil full, seal tight and place in a 
dark cloaet; If dealred, add straincd 
tuinatoes and boil until the okra is 
thoroughly cooked, but be careful in 
either case to omit salt; put up in jars 
as nbove. By_followiyg this method 
okra soup may be had throughout the 
winter, 

In tile.gouth the taste for okra ke unt- 
versal, possibly ah inheritance. Else- 
whero jt may, like that for the olive, 
have to be cullivated. But the taste 
does not require much cultivation, and, 
once nequired, Jt is a, permanent: pos- 
serslon,

An.lnseet That Perfectly Imitates 
a Dead Tree Leaf, 

A moth usually rests with his fore 
wings outspresd over the prominent 
pattern of bis Lind wings, says Walde- 
mar- ls, Kaempffert in the Booklovers 
Magazine. In any other posture be 
would Inevitably meet a swift death. 
A butterfy, on the contrary, rests usu- 
ally with bis wings uplifted ant 
preased together, Otherwise, the andy 
upper surface would be as conspicu- 
vus as the black Ink on this white 
paper—a signal for attack by: relent 
tess and voracious foes. lu order to 
lide himself the butterfly has, there- 
fore, lavished all the resources’ of his 
imitative art on the under surface of 
his wings. By far the most astonish- 
ing instance of this Kind Is aluonted 
by the East Indian Kallima butterily, 
the blue upper surface of which is 
richly and-ostentatiously adorned with 
a stripe of orange, but the under sur: 
face of which bears a truly staggering 
likeness to a Jouf, when the wings are 
drawn together, Here.we have an 
Insect that apes not merely the ap- 
proximate shape and color of a dead 
leaf, but also the midrib with the deli- 
cate velning, the sbarp point, and the 
short stem common to wany tropical 
leaves, 

It night be supposad that this imita- 
tion of an erdinary object ix sufiiciently 
minute to protect the Kalllma from Its 
enemies. Self preservation apparently 
demands not merely a dead leaf sim- 
ulated, but In tonches even more ex- 
quisite, for the resemblance has been 
so craftily carried out that the light- 
er colored varieties, a dead, shriveled 
leaf flecked with parasitic growtha, 
stained and spotted to give the appear- 
ance of holes eaten by caterpillars,

QUITS AS A SENATE LEADER 


Sir Mackenzie Bowell Announces His 
Retirement—Trading Stamp Bill 
Passed—Prorogation To-day. 


Ottawa, July 20.—8ir «Mackenzie 
Bowell sprang a sensation on the Sen- 
ate last midnight, when, on the motion 
to adjourn, he announced that when 
the Senate met again next session he 
would relinquish the post of leader of 
the Opposition. Sir Mackenzle said he 
would devote hia time and attention 
to the business of the Senate, but de- 
sired to be relieved of the duties which 
fell upon a leader. 

Senator Scott expressed keen regret 
at the announcement. There were few 
men, he sald, who were so famillar 
wiih past history of the Dominion. 

Referring to a remark made by Sir 
Mackenzie in regard to his own report: 
ed retirement,’Senator Scott said it 
was the first he had heard of ft. It 
was merely newspaper talk, and it was 
not his Intention to resign unless ft 
was the desire of the Government that 
he should do so. He hoped to lead 
the Government forces in the Senate 
for at least another year. 

Prorogation at 5 p. m, 

The Senate adjourned ull 2 o'clock 
today, and prorogation is booked to 
take place about 6 this afternoon. 

Tho trading stamp bill was read a 
third time. Senator Landry had back: 
ed up his opposition to the anti-trad- 
ing stamp bill with the longest speech 
of the session. Shortly after the pp 
per House met at 11 o'clock, Senator 
Landry took the floor against the meas- 
ure. He talked until 6 o'clock, and , 
then announced that he would resume 
at 8 o'clock and repeat his observa- 
tlons in French, 

There was some doubt expressed as 
to the force of that clause of the bill 
which brings the bill Into effect on 
November 1, and after Senator Landry 
hud been Induced to close off at 9 
vclock, Sir Mackenzie Bowell arose 
and sald he had received the assur- 
ance of the promoter of the bill in 


Commons (Mr, Gervais) that the tn 





tention and effect of the cause was 
that the act shall come into force on 
the date named, and he considered this 
satisfactory. 

Moreover, If wax intimated to Mr. 
Lundry that the Government was de- 
termined to have the bill go through, 
and Mr. Landry might count upon hav- 
ing to hold the floor all night unalded.

In Belgium 
an interdict bas been placed on the ter- 
rible drink, and its manufacture and 
site are now forbidden jn that country. 
According to one of the antlabsioth 
writers, M. Maurice Talmeyr, 133,000 
hectoliters, or 2,926,000 gallons, In 
round numbers of the stuff are annual- 
ly »bsorbed by French people, men and 
women, for the women have also Jearn- 
ed to like the fee verte, now the green 


peril. Fifty years ago only 735 lecto- 
Iterx of absinth were consumed In 


France. The increase of lunacy is at- 
tributed to the deleterious drink. Six- 
ty years back there were only 10,000 
registered lunatics, aud now there are 
£9.00, The. increase fu crime Is also 
traced to the love of absinth among 
the masses, 

Dr. Garnier ip his *Folle a Paris” 
and his “Criminel Instincti€ gives nu- 
niwrous cases In proof of this, but be 
says that if absinthism and alcoholism 
sre not the sole motors of moral per- 
version they may, In his opinion, be 
considers! the predominating causes 
of the kame, ‘The doctor furtber saya 
that In a family addicted to alcoholic 
silmulants absinth is put into the 
soup, and also “alcoholism, lunacy and 
crime form a somber trilogy closely 
united and Intertwined.” . 

M. Talmeyr, who quotes Dr, Gar- 
nier, Is more emphatic than the mecd- 
ical man in bis denunciation of ab- 
slutb, which, be says, makes maniacs, 
epileptic victims, MKliots, murderers and 
moustera. He accordingly calls upon 
the gorernment to do something, ‘but 
he is doubtful If the example of Bel- 
glum with regard to abalnth will be 
imitated In France,—London Telegraph.

Il ia timo that an authoritative 
statement were made so thgt the 
owners of these goods would know 
what to do with them. If there is to 
be no reduction it would be well for 
those who ars selling their supply 
ax old silver to take care that it shall 
be fit for nothing clsc when it caves 
their hands. 

At this moment we are supposed, 94 
a country, to be trying to gct rid of 
United States silver coins. Yet a 
worn Aaierican coin is taken every- 
where in Canada at its face value 
while one of Canadian silver - is 
promptly refused? This appears to be 
a premium for the use of foreign 
coinage, | 

There is one right thing to do in 
thix matter, The Canadian Govern. 
ment, which makes 2 clear profit of 
more thanahundred per ccot. on all 
the silver coined for Canada, ought 
to redeem the worn Canadian sliver, 
The loss would only be the amount of 
wear and the cost of coinage, or say, 
five per cent. on the face value of the 
money. As the coina condemned in 
any one year would be a small per- 
centage of the total circulation, the 
Government would stili make a large 
profil out of silver coinage.

Though every schoolboy presumably 
knows to a nicety where the Cape of 
Good Hope is situated, there does un- 
doubtedly prerall in less enlightened 
‘circles some vagueness of conception 
as to the exaet locality of that cele- 
brated headland. Even the gentle 
reader Is faintly conscious of uncer- 
tainty and answers with a briskness 
not born of conviction: “The Cape of 
Good Hope? Why, of course I know 
where it Is. Down at the end of South 
Africa.” Gentle reader, you are not 
very far out, fifty or a hundred miles 
perhaps. And, as you say, It is not of 
the slightest consequence from a prac- 
tical point of view. 

‘The Cape of Good Hope lies at a con- 
siderable distance from the end and Is, 
in fact, the middle of the three promon- 
tories, severally inconspicuous, which 
jointly terminate a slender peninsula, 
some twenty miles in length, forming 
the barrier between False bay and the 
Atlantic ocean on the west. These three 
headlands, lying near together and 
commonly undivided on a map of mod- 
erate scale, are locally designated 
Cape Point. It was here that Bartholo- 
mew Dias first encountered in: full 
force the prevalent southearterly gales 
and denounced the rugged, threaten- 
ing, threefold prombntory under the 
sounding appellation of the Cape ef 
Storms, to be afterward rechristened 
by pious, trustful hearts the Cape of 
Good Hope.

Frightful Scenes, 

In the water men. with blackened 
faces were struggling, handicapped by 
injuries. Others on dock rere covered 
with blood, some dead, some wounded 
frightfully, others workiig to rescue 
comrades who were yet low. The 
small boats turned their attention to 
those In the water, taking them to the 
wharves. Ambulances were telephoned 
for, every express wagon and driver 
who could be reached by telephone was 
summoned, physiclans were notified 
and ‘hospitals informed. Within half 
an hour cirriages, buggies, automo 
Ddites and street cars were bearing bur- 
dens of victims toward the hospitals. 

Derens Wounded tn Wagers. 

Tha sight which mét the e}ta of hun- 
Greda along the street was one never 
to be forgetten. Wagons with a dozen 
wounded men were not rate. One had 
eight sitting or reeling against the 
aides, holding tn their laps the heads 
ot comrades near to death, all of them 
with faces black with grime, and many 
clothed in nothing but trousers. Some 
of those whose bodies were bare, not 
tnjured fn vital paris, suffered the 
agonies of torn fiesh, sat up with lac 
erated bodies exposed to the wind. 

Blood Everywnere. 

In the meantime a more awful sight 
awaited those who had hastened to the 
iN fated ship, from which steam con- 
tinued to pour fn great clouda. Every- 
where was blood, and in all directions 
were bodies The afier cabin was 
smeared with blood and the walls, cell- 
ing and floor sploched with red. In the 
Geptha below, from which heat and 
steam rolled tn volumes, {oo great to 
face, came the groans and wails of dy- 
ing and the shricks of the wounded.

Such offspring sccm to be 
deficient in vitality, and especially 
subject to,stomach and bowel trou. 
bles, which are fatal in many cases; 
anc it is now being more xencorally 
recognized by physicians vad consum~- 
ers that mitk rich in Dutter-fat ts on 
improper [oud for youny chidren, and 
is delcterous in its effects, and pro- 
duces generally the sme effects in 
tuman beings a> in animals, 

‘These fesuttn are now said by scien- 
tists to be duo to scveral causes, and 
primarily to the eacess of fat in milk, 
and in the ease of children, particul- 
arly ure probably also due to the ex-

SHEEP ENRICH ORCHARDS. 


Tho greatest value of sheep in an 
orchard is found “probably, in their 
being used sx a means of fertilizing 
orchards that arc beuring. If put 
in the same somewhat early in the 
spring and fed a suitable supplement- 
ary food with the grass which the or- 
chard may furnish, it will te found 
that tho sheep will thus convey fer- 
tility to the land, and they will do 
so ina marked degree if fed on right 
kinds of food. Such food may connsist 
very largely of wheat bran, which 
is in itecl{ a valuable fertilizer. It 
may be wise to encourage the shcep 
to cat it frecly, to add’a little yrain 
in the form of oatn. A Jittle ail cake 
will also improve the food. The 
droppings thus left in ‘the orchard 
will tend very much to-its enrich- 
ment, The outcome will be that where 
thix system is persevered in, duriag 
ecusiderable portions of the scason, 
the orchard will thus be provided 
with a liberal application of fertility.

Fusan, July” 26—The past “three. 
months with both armies has been the 
most quiet perlod of the entire war. 
There has been no engagements at the 
front, the only encounters being those 
of reconnoltering expediiions sent out 
by both armies with a small total of 
losses. 

The Russian and Japanese lines are 
seven miles apart. The Russians main- 
tain a screen of cavalry outposts, some 
miles in front of their trenches to guard 
attacks.

The fight reporied on Friday was the 
first worthy of mention. which has oc- 
curred east of the railway.

A striking feature of the Triumph. 
fs the main deck open battery, contaln- 
ing. ten 7.5-Inch guns. It is enclosed 
by 7-iInch Krupp steel armor ‘on the 






iuch steel armor at the ends. One- 
inch steel screens divide the several 
gun positions, but there fs no longti- 
tudinal web of this strength Isolating 
the guns in the rear, which ts to be re 
gretted. The ammunition ts brought 
up to each separate position by electric 
hoists, which can work with great ra- 
pldity, and are an immenes improve- 
ment en the whip holstiag gear. 

The guns are lifted up to the over 
head railway to be run In for housing 
in! when the vessel is at sea, by 
@ small hydraulic engine, this replac- 
ing the differential biocks and hand 
chain gear for the 6inch guns of Ad- 
miralty vessels. The ammunition also 
has a holst for carrying the projec- 
tiles into position, but, as a matter of 
practice, we understand that the blue 
jackets prefer tu lft the 200-pounder 
shell by hand, two men lifting it, one 
at the point, another at the base. Tele- 
scople sights are placed upon the left 
aide of the guns, which give the most 
admirable resul# in firing practice. 
The range covered by them ts from 
13,000 to 14,000 yards, but the most 
effective range of the 7.5inch gun is 
rather within thoxe Hmita. 

Ecenemy In Space. 

It is needicss to xay that, with ten 
guns of so large a size and the mess 
tables and all the fittings and gear of 
the enclosed battery, the space is 
rather crowded; but the tables fold 


-| up, so as to economize room, and the 


covers of the ammunition holsts are 
compact and well placed. The gun 
positions themselves have plenty of 
room, The number of rounds fired 
from’ each gun per minute gives an 
average of five without any difficulty, 
and the officers on board speak well 
of the 7.5-inch gun, as being quite as 
handy as a ¢inch, 

The 14-pounder guns on board are 
practically simiiar to the ordinary 12- 
pounder gun eimployed in our Ad- 
mirally vessels, and will, we under 
stand, take the same ammunition, The 
Gpounder gun is a specialty, with @ 
breech screw of very simple charac 
ter, widening out In diameter from the 
breech face to the interior of the gun, 
zo that st could not possibly be blown 
out, Pompoms are employed in the 
tops, and are not regarded with equan- 
imity by the blueJackets, owing to thelr 
dixagrecable nolxe and habits of jump- 
ing. This was found to be the case 
in South Africa, where many of the guns 
Were put out of actlon by the smash- 
ing of the pivot and Jaw by which the 
gun was secured to the carriage. On 
the bridge of the Triumph the noise 
fx distracting when these guns are 
fired. 

Ventilation Imperfect. 

Tho cranes for Nftlng boats In and 
Out are most serviceable. A steam- 
boat welghing fifty tons can be picked 
up, swung round, and dropped into the 
watcr as easily as a dinghy, and the 
hangover is very farreaching.

But the warllke attitude was resumed 
within: ‘less, than ; trp detader, ; for 
Britain and her separated colonies con- 
tented the posseasion of this point, The 
severest atrain, however, took place in 
the War of 1812 and succeeding years. 
Then Niagara, or Newark, as it was 
called, was a centre of military activity. 
From it went expeditions to meet :the. 
Americans. To it the Americans came 
with offensive intentions, It is easy 
to understand that the gallant. Brock, 
before going out to die for his country, 
had his troops, many of them Cana: 
dian volunteers, drilled on the spot now 
dedicated to camp purposes. . While vic 
tory usually crowned the efforts of the’ 
defenders of the Canadian border, the 
American had their occasional tri- 
umphs. One of these was the burning 
of Niagara by Gen. McClure on Decem- 
ber 11, 1813. That operation wiped out 
149 hounes, and sent 400 women and 
children into the wirter woods to seek 
shelter, What solltary purpose the de- 
struction of private property served 
nobody knows, All it did was to in- 
clte reprisals, which were very costly 
to the sufferers. 

A great military centre was old 
Niagara. But it had been that for 
years before it became the capltal of 
the Province. We are accustomed to 
regard the coming of Gov. Simcoe in 
1792 ax the beginning of Niagara. This 
in a mistake. Niagara was the naval, 
military and comnmercial capital befdére’ 
She first Governor arrived. Moreover, 
it was a species of gathering place for 
all sorts of business. Thus we read in 
the archives of Canada of the sum- 
moning there of all the Mississauga 
Indians, under Chief Potiquan, to make 
a treaty with Sir John Johnson on be- 
half of the great wale father, This 
treaty set apart the Grand River Re- 
serve, an we have it today. Thus, al- 
no, We are informed that land grants 
Were made in the neighborhood on the 
authority of the Governor of Canada. 
Gov. Simcoe reached a town, we should 
call it a village, already doing business, 
and took up his residence in one of 
the milltary—or.perhaps it belonged to 
the Admiralty — buildings known as 
Navy Hall. This was really a long 
shed, and was far from attractive, But 
the Governor was not very particular 
as ‘to his housing. for when he after- 
wards removed to Toronto, then York, 
he lived for a time In an old tent 
which had belonged to the colebrated 
Capt. Cook. Thix was in advance of 
hix nettlement at Rosedale, then named 
by him Castle Frank, after his son. 

There must have been accommoda- 
tlon at that time for the Legislature, 
for at Newark the first Upper Canada 
House met, under the guidance of the 
new Governor. Of this Legielature we 
have all becn proud, owing to the fact 
that Irs fl Act was the abolition of 
slavery. It was glorious to think that 
the initlal work of the forefathers of 
Canada wax the wiping out of this blot. 
But Governor Simcoe has left on re 
cord a story which somewhat dims the 
lu tre of the antlslavery legislation. 
He writes that there was great resist- 
unce to the bill, and many plausible 
arguinents as to the dearness of labor 
were put forward. ¢ 

“Bome possessing negroes, having

Indlans at small prices, wished to re 
jéct.the bill"entirely. Others were de- 
xirous to supply themselves by allowing 
the Importation for two years.

Former Yukon Commissioner—As In- 
Spector of Mounted Police Induced 
* Sitting Bull to Surrender to U.S. 


*_. Brockville, July.26—Major J. M. 
Walsh ‘died at his home here yester 
day morning, after a week's {liness 
with hoart trouble, 

Major Walsh was G2 years of age, 
being born in Proscott in 1842. In 1886 
he was commissioned Licutenant No. 
2 Co, Rifles, Prescott, was appointed 
captain and adjutant of the 66th Bat- 
talion on Its formation in 1867, and 
soon after raised and took command 
of D Squadron, 4th Hussars. At the 
time of:the Red River expedition he 
was appointed ensign, but resigned. 
Ia 1872 he was gazetted brevet Major, 
and ‘retired fromthe militia retain. 
ing his rank in November, 1875. 

He served throughout the Fenian 

Raid and again in 1870, and in 18723 
was appointed inspector of the North- 
west Mounted Police. In the North- 
west Territories he established a 
reputation for great firmness and 
Courage in dealing with.the Indians 
and more especially in the treatment 
of Sitting Bull, the Sioux’ chief. The 
latter having held the American for- 
ces in chetk and utterly defeated Gen- 
cral Custer, and his command had 
withdrawn across the Canadian fron- 
tier, wire he was met’ by Major 
Walsh and several troopers and {n- 
duced to surrender to the United 
States authoritics. 
Major Walsh resigned from the 
Mounted Police in 1883, and establish- 
@d the Dominion Coal, Coke and 
Trausportation Company.

“concordat” was signed by Pius the 
Seventh and Napoleon. This gave 
religion yovernmentul status, the 
churches being government properly 
with the clergy paid by the State and 
the entire church administration be- 
Ing under the direction of a member 
of the President's Cabinct. The new 
system atolishes all lawa and re- 
gulation under the concordat and 
terminates the authority of the con- 
cordat itsclf. 

The general principle of the mea. 
sure as finally adopted Ly the Cham. 
ber of Deputies is as follows: 

“Ihe Republic assures liberty of 
consciences and guarantees the free 
exercise of religion subject to the 
restriction of public order, The 
Republic ncither recognizes, pays 
stipends to, nor subsidizes any 
sect, Lut provides fands for col- 
loges, hospitals and asylum chap. 
lains. Otherwise, the public wor. 
sbip budget is abolished and pub. 
lie establixhments’ connected with 
religion are suppressed.”

(Toronte Giobv.) 

Are Canadians Lecoming as reck. 
jess of life as men are across the 
line? The enormous increase in the 
number of fatal accidents in recent 
scars seems to indicate that humap 
ite is held more cheaply than it was, 
and that people take chances, not 
mercly with their own lives, but 
whh the lives of those they should 
care for and protect. The long list of 
fatalities grouped together this 
morning contains examples of several 
sorts of deadly carelessness, Ver. 
Laps the worst was that of a young 
man on the Welland River, who sat 
with his feet over the side of a skiff 
in whieh a party of four were sail- 
ing. A lady companion tried to change 
her seat, the skiff upsct, because the 
man's weight was thrawn so far 
from the centre of gravity, and the 
young man and girl were drowned.

A Montreal woman who ist a two- 
year-old infant try to open a win- 
vow shutter, the result being that 
the lithe tot overbatanced and fell 
to death on ths street, is another 
exumple of the recklessness tbat is 
deadiy.

is to be hoped that our period of tutel- |. 
age will not continue forever, and that 
in this matter, as in most others, we 
shall reach a point when we shall. de 
self-sufficient. The most distressing 
feature of. the situation is not 
some of the popular Uterature should 
be of allen origin and inspiration, but 
that tt should be in many instances ab- 
solutely hostile to our national ideals 
nd character, It Is for, this reason 
that the subject becomes of first-class 
tmportance, and one which might well 
command the attention of Parliament. 
- The Dominant Americanism, 
There are two aspects in which the 


may be regarded. Undoubtedly © the 
most omino™ feature is that which 
strikes at the very root of our patriot- 
ism. In the course of a year the num 
ber of popular American magazines 
which enter this country must be 
cnormous, probably reaching Into the 
millions. Among the stories and ar- 
ticles there may be very few which are 
really‘insulting to Canadian read

The occupation gave employment to 
3,125 men, 128 tugp and 1,477 other 
boats, An estimated capital of $931,097 
is invested tn the industry. 

The number of prosecutions for vio- 
lation of the fishery laws were fewer 
than in 1908. There were 48, as com- 
pared with 105 in 1903. The principal 
offences were for illegal fishing, and 
the fines amounted to $518, as' com- 
pared with $813, in 1903. Eighty-six 
trap nets, 115 gill nets, 10 jacklights 
29 night nes, about 10,000 hooks and 
four boats and sevcral hundred pounds 
of fish were confiscated. 

Depletion of Waters. 

Regarding the depletion of Intcrna- 
tlonal waters Mr. Bastedo lays the 
blame for excppaive fishing-on the Am- 
erican fishermen and authoriiles, as 
the failure to provide protective meas- 
ures and to regulate the fishing was 
indefensible and tnjustified. From the 
increasing number of fishermen and the 
improved means of handling the nets, 
he says, it is evident that if something 
is not done the lakes will be exhausted. 
No sane people can expect, he adds, 
that the Canadian will enforcé meas- 
ures to prevent such a calamity which 
are not adopted by the Americans. 
The Federal Commission, whose work 
will likely be undertaken: in 1965, 
should attend to this matter as well as 
that of close seasons. 

The samo danger has been noted in 
inland waters, where sportsmen, Can- 
adian and American sportamen, . for 
yome time threatened their depiction. 
For four seasons, however, the Gov- 
ernment, alded by the railroad com- 
panies, has been restocking these wal- 
ers. Last year twas most successful, 
12,955 bass having been deposited.

Dut there is not one which has not & 
tendency to glorify some American 
chartcer, some American institution, 
or some American achievement A 
couple of years ago there were two or 
three publications whose tone was 
consistently offensive to British senti- 
ment. The decline in the Canadian 
sales of these magazines was #0 mark- 
ed as to cause a readjustment of at 
least two editorial staff*, The Cana- 
dian market had become worth while. 
Ig to-day there is less twisting of the 
lon’s tail, it is because this good old 
American practice has proved costly, 
not because there has been any con- 
version in the scntiments of American 
publishers and writers, 
The Effect on Business. 

While the general influence of Am- 
erlcan magazines should concern the 
Government, business men are most 
affected by another matter, This is 
the advertising of American gooda in 
Canadian homes, with the valuable as 
sistance of the posal authorities, This 
phase of the question hax already been 
discussed in The Mail and Empire, and 
the American magazine likened- to a 
pump which conveys Canadian trade 
into the United States. Whatever the 
yolume of our purchases In the United 
States each year may be, it cannot be 
doybted that the bulk of it Is inspired 
by advertisements. Some of these ad- 
vertisements appear in Canadian pub- 
lications, chiefly in newspapers, These, 
however, are a small fraction of the 
American advertising matter circulat- 
ed in Canada. American advertisers 
who pay particular attention to Cana- 
dian business use Canadian newsp- 
pera of course, but the American 
magazine which circulates {n both 
countries holds a position which neith- 
er Canadian nor American journals 
can threaten. 

S The Canadian Writer's Plaint. 

The undermining of Canadian senti- 
ment and the assaulix upon Canadian | 
industry are undoubtedly the two most 
objecileable features of this American 
invasion, In spite of these, some Can- 
adian story writers warmly uphold the 
cause of the foreign magazine. It alone 
offers them a market for thelr output, 
for it may well be doubted If ten thous- 
and dollars a year is pald by Canadian 
publications to Canadian writers for 
fiction. These authors forget that the 
market would sivt be closed to them, 
even if not a single American publica- 
tion entered Canada. Their storles are 
publixhed, not because the authors are 
Canadians, but because they are en- 
tertaining writers, and can more than 
hold their own with the fiction pro- 
ducers of the United States. The pity 
is that they are obliged to go abroad 
for thelr publishers, for in many cases 
it Is first the story, then the writer, 
who crosses into the United Blates, 
Ax some of the brightest of Canada’s 
youth engage Jn Action writing, thelr 
loss ts a serious onc. The leak ts from 
the top. But in the present circum: 
stances It Is idle to contemplate the 
total exclusion of American magazines, 
The public of this country wants to 
read short storics, and timely illustrat- 
ed articles, There is no Canadian pub- | 
lication which supplies the demand, and - 
so the American magazine Is purchased 
by thousands of Canadians every 
month. 

Goad English Magazines, 


It might pe feasible to give British 
magnzines“a preference, for they are 
undoubtedly of a higher class than 
those published in the United States. 
This, of course, is generally admitted 
as applying to the old and almost class- 
fecal monthiies and quarteriles;+ but is 

not so widely realized as regards ve- 
hicles of pure fiction. It may be con- 
fidently asserted, however, that there 
is no American magazine which receives 
‘contributions from, such a galaxy of 
authors as contribute to an English 
magazine published by Ward, Locke & 
Co. The most successful serics of 
stories published in recent years -—— the 
“Adventures of Sherlock Holines”-—-ap- 
peared first in another Engllah maga- 
zine. The rame mnagatine ts now ex- 
clusively publishing the humorous store 
fes of W, W. Jacobs, probably the most 
highly pald of regular magazine con- 
tribuiors. Were we dependent upo 
Engllah magazines alone, our plight 
would not be so serlous, after all, for 
our reading matter would be better in 
every respect than it Is at preacnt. 

Englishmen and Story-Tellers,

Flying Machines. 

Gen, Baden-Powell, one of the ple- 
turesque heroes of the South African 
war, has been letting in ight upon 
the airship for practical use. The gen- 
eral Is president of the Aeronautical 
Society of Great Hritain and recently 
contributed some interesting history 
and a little philosophy anent © aerial 
navigation to the Fortnightly Review. 
Incidentally he takes some of the wind 
out of the salls of Santos-Dumont. 

The original inventor of the airship, 
Gen. Baden-Powell asserts, was M. Gif- 
fard, who constructed one in Paris tn 
1852. Giffard’s machine was supplied 
with a steam engine, rotating « screw 
propeller. In 1884 the French Govern- 
ment constructed an airship with a 
propeller driven by an electric motor. 
This machine traveled :wenty-five min- 
utes, and another In 1902 made a voy- 
age of sixty-five miles. 

Gen, Baden-Powell’s discussion shows 
that little progres has been made since 
1884 toward perfecting the balloon air- 
ship and that the real innovation is 
the flying machine. He thinks that the 
aerial machine of the future may com- 
bine several of the details of the best 
contrivances now under © experiment 
and that engineers and investigators 
generally agree that the attalnment of 
human flight apparently presents no 


j insuperable obstacles. This is most 


assuring and, coming from an author 
fty, is entitled to credit. Whether a 
flying machine will be practically use 
ful or otherwise must be demonstrated 
after it is perfected,

sertunt as ucmatter involving ieee 
large expenditure of money which 
this Bill doos. 2 do pot, know, that 
there bs any one in Canada a the 
preent moment, even those who Sah 
oppowed to Lhe Government and seer 
past poHoy in reference lo the mili- 
tla force of this country, who oppor 
ex the inerease of the force and mak- 
Leg the militia service in Canada 
more efficient. 

Mut there are a lange number who 
deeldedly otyeet to the proposition 
which is now: before them.

The expense attenting the 
policy which Is involved in the carry- 
ing out of the provisions of this Bill 
ks of such a character that the 
people of Canady will be surprised 
when they reatlze tbe amount it will 
cost jhem. Ho la « great misfortune 
that the propositien made by 
Imjerial authorities was not accept- 
ed by the Government of Canada. 
‘Looking at fi from the pecuniary 
standpotnt, 1 am quite convipeed that 
the management of the Militia De- 
partment and tle militia force in 
Canad’ will covt at beast double what 
At is supposed it will cust under this 
BIL. We should not forget that the 
toanazement of a standing army 
from an economical standpoint has 
been a close study by fhe British 
authorities for centuries, and after 
their long experience they urb-ableto 
muintain a foree at an oxpense Iam 
safe in saying 50 perycent. less phan 
it will bo under the management of 
our Department of “Mulitla. If F un- 
derstand the offer made by the Im- 
perial authorities, ii was that they 
were willims to accept $1,000,000 in 
ald of the navy or for military” pur 
poses and to continue the mainten- 
ance of the forces in Halifax and Ex 
quimaalt. That proposition was rne- 
gectod by the Government, and in re- 
gecting it tbey mado an offer totuke 
over those two depots and maintain 
them at the expense of Canada.

It is not 
merely the cost of inainiuininy fore- 
wes at Lhese. two depots, but there is 
the expenditure incurred In keeping 
the depots in repair. Any one who 
has beon throush the forts at Hnil- 
fax and Esquimault has somo con- 
peptian of what has cost the Im- 
yerlal Government to place them in 
the condition they are in. to-day, and 
from the experience we bave bad of 
dcocping up forts which are supposed 
to be places of dicfence in the past, 
Mu have some conception’ of what 
this servioo will cost in the future. 
This point was strongly brouzht out 
in a memo, written some two years 
ago by the hep. Senator from Halj- 
fax (ifon. Mr. Power), which I hope 
moet hon. Senators have read. 1 find 
at that early period, when this ques 
tion was first mooted, that the bon. 
wentleman expressed. views which i 
hold to-day. [Whether he hax chang- 
ed his opinions on that) question - or 
not. I am not -prepared to say. I 
find in this memo, under the bead 
of “Naval Defonce,”- the 
paragraph; % 

“It may be remarked that while 
it may have been right’ and com- 
‘meondable for the Canadian’ represen- 
tatives at the Colonial Conference to 
undertake to garrison WMalifax and 
Esquimault, it is perhaps not ‘to be 
rexretied that the offer wns not tc.

cy it woukt cost ‘ean’ ‘ba spant ~ tu 
much better advantage © elsewhere.

With these sentiments 1mm fully 
in accord, and J am convinoed that 
any man who has given this subject 
the thought and attention which tt’ 
tiescrves will come to the samo con- 
clusion. It -will be remcanbered ‘that 
jenn General O'Grady-Haly- was here 
be made a pruposttion [or the gar- 
'rlsoning of many of the ports and 
i wupgested an expenditure of about 
13,500,000. \At that tline ibe hon. 
‘pentlemen now In power. raed the 
strongest possible objection to. the 
proposal as being tov rextravagant, 
bors any one suppose that the assum- 
lnyz of the responsiblity of keeping 
these two depots in prder and main- 
taining ths Torce propused of about 
5,000 men, will nut exceed that sum 
of $3,500,000 7 if so, [can Yell 
them they have very little voncep- 
tlon of the expenditure attending the 
Militia Departmem. The present ex 
timates in connection with the Mili- 
tix force of Canada amount to g6,- 
500,000 In the various branches. When 
the Canadhan delegates at the con- 
ference In England had this quesjlon 
under discussion, the Imperial au- 
thorlties would have been satisfied at 
that time with a premlso of an ex- 
penditure of $1,0u0,0u0. Now we have 
been constantly exceeding that sum, 
and very properly so tuo. Were 
‘these sums expended in the perfect- 
ing of the whole militia of this coun- 
try, in military tacties and shooting 
and In that which is necessary for 
successful warfare, | do not ahink 
any Canadlau would abject to it, 
but under the present eltcumstances 
the militla force ix to be neglected 
to a very great extent, and we are 
to spend the large amount to which 
{ have called attemion on a minla- 
ture permanent force. That is really 
What will be the result. We kiow 
that in Engtand they are not in- 
creasins, nor is it the policy of the 
‘War Department to Increase the per- 
inanent force. On yhe contrary, they 
are devoting their time and attention 
and spending their money In organ- 
izimy and perfecting the militia force, 
ne that inl case of difficulties when 
they require the country to be pro- 
ves Will be in a position to step for- 
ward and resist invasion,

wedding to mark hia approval of inno- 
cent pleasure. “His attendance upon 
the wedding in Cana of Galllee proves,” 
wrote Bishop Ryle, “that true religion 
Was never meant to make man melan- 
choly. There are times when it is law- 
ful to’ be merry and rejoice.” “The cal- 
endar of the sinner has only a few days 
of the year marked as festival days,” 
wrote Elon Foster, “but every day of 
the Christian's calendar Is marked by 
the hand of God as a day of reSoicing.” 
Yes, by the echoing chimes of the wed- 
ding bells we know it. By the joyful 
songs we hear today coming over the 
Galliean hills, in the chorus of which 
Christ's words may be blending, we 
delleve it.

But you did neglect 
to Invite that old time friend who has 
been true to you for many, many years 
Thus We often neglect to invite to our 
«Weddings Chriat, who is our best of 
all friends, 

Nat onty do the young people often 
neglect to usk Christ ta the wedding, 
but they very often neglect to talk te 
him and consul with him before they 
engage themacives for Ife. They treat 
Christ In refervnce to the coming en- 
gagement a great-deal as did a young 
lady many years aco her New England 
pastor.

WITTE CAN'T & WON'T 


Entertain Any Jap Demands 
Based on Probabilities. 








Regards Himself As An Imperial Cour- 
ler, to Agscertain the Tetms of Ja- 
pan, But With Powers Sufficient to 
Conclude Peace—Will Do Anything 
Compatible With Russia’s Honor to 

» Reach That End. 

London, July. 31—The Dally Tele- 
sraph’s correspondent on board «the 
Kalser Wilhelm Der Grosse, on which 
M. Witte, the Russlan peace pl:nipo 
tentlary ls a passenger, sends an in- 


terview which he has had with Mf 
Witte in which the latter said that if 


‘Russia and Japan had agreed upon a 


common basis before appointing peace 
plenipotentiaries It would have been 
much better, 

As it was, M. Witte said, he regard- 
ed himself rather as an Imperial cour- 
fer sent to ascertain the terms of Ja- 
pan. He was prepared to make peace, 
nevertheless, he added, ax his powers 
were very complete, and he would dls- 
cuss the demands based on Japan's ac- 
tual military and naval successes, In a 
business-like spirit ef give and take. 

“But I can't and will not,” contin- 
ued SL Witte, “entertain demands bas- 
ed on expected military successes in 
the future. I am conversant with the 
humane intentions of my Imperial mas- 
ter, and I will do anything compatible 
with Russia's honor and dignity to 
establish that work of which I have 
been an unswerving advocate. 

“My first task, however, in the new 
world will be to scarch for a basis for 
fruitful discussion.” 

Russian Press Warlikea 

St. Petersburg, July 31.—The tone of 
the Russian press grows more warlike 
es the peace conference draws Bigh 
and the Government on all sides is 
urged to resist humiliating demands, 
even at the cost of continuing the war. 

Has Talked Toe Much. 

New York, July 31—Almar Sato of 
the Japanese peace delegation made a 
statement to the Associated Preas Sat- 
urday night, in which he dentex that 
he has ever fn any Interview given any 
outline of the terms upon which Ja- 
pan will negotiate peace, or that he 
has announced that Japan will make 
any demands whatever. Mr. Sato sald: 
“Sensational articles hare been pub- 
lished, which are fabrications, and in 
which I have been misquoted 2 do 
not know upon what termn peace may 
be aegotiated.”

Tokio. July 31.—-The following de- 
spatch has Been received from Jup- 
aurao headquarters: 

“Our Independent cavalry, which en- 
tered Rykoff (on Sakhalin Island, 45 
miles northeast of Port Due), July 27, 
withdrew on finding order in the city 
ynfavorable to it» occupation. our 
army, Intending to crush the enemys 
force before they retreated froin the 
eminences west of Rykoff, commenced 
to advance at 3 a. m., on July 29. The 
van, together with an Independent body 
of cavalry, advanced by forced march. 
attacking and dislodging the enemy 
holding the northern extremity of Ry- 
koff, and rushed into the town. Con- 
fused street fighting ensued, but the 
town was completely taker at 3.30 
o'clock In the moming.

Electoral College System. 


——$St. Petersburg. July 31.—The follow- 


ing are the principal parts of an elec- 
thral ¢ystem, approved by the Council 
of Ministers for the proposed national 
axsembly. The alm has been to ¢le- 
borate a scheme eliminating as far as 
possible class representation. The only 
classes excluded from the franchise are 
soldiers, pernons.under the age of 1% 
years, foreigners, women, governor 
and vice-governors of Provinces, pre 
fects and police authoritlex, nomads 
and persons deprived of civil right#, 
For Bt Petersburg, Moscow and 18 of 
the larger towns, there will be a sys- 
tem of electoral colleges numbering 160 
members. For St. Peterabzurg, Mos- 
cow and 40 other towns these members 


wlll be elected by electors of the first } 


degree, comprising owners of land and 
house property exceeding $1,500 in val- 
ue, the electors in the case of St 
Petersburg, Moscow and 1,500 other 
towna to include also the holders of 
industrial patents and paying specified 
taxes, with no distinction aa to rell- 
gion, 

For the Provinces, similar system of 
colleges wlll be elected by voters of 
three categories, namely, landowners, 
electors of other towns than the before- 
mentioned large towns and cantonal 
representation of peasants. Here also 
@ property qualification is requlfed-of 
$750 and similar tax qualifications, The 
elections will be by secret ballot and 
an absolute majority Ia required.

THE MAN OVER FORTY. 


Andrew Lang Has a Word to Say on 
Dr. Osler’s Theory. 

Andrew Lang writes as follows re- 
garding Dr. Osler’s remark that men 
are comparatively uselexs after forty 
years: “I fancy that Titian, at seventy, 
had nothing to fear from the compe- 
tition of any of our young portrait 
Painters. Mr. Watts in his day was 
probably the best of our pulnters long 
after he was seventy. In poetry, 
Sophocles wrote the ‘CRdipus Coloneus’ 
in extreme old age, and it has for many 
centuries outlived the forgotten works 
of the younger dramatists who were 
carrying off the prizes In the dramatic 
competitions. Tennyson, when about 
elghty, wrote ‘Crossing the Bar,’ and 
Pindar, when as oki, wrote, I am in- 
formed, a deatbless lyric, which, alas, 
I bave never perused. Milton can have 
been no young fellow when he finished 
“Paradise Lost.’ In fiction Scott turn- 
ed novelist after he was forty and 
could have gone on delightfully as long 
as be had health. He knew too much 
of books and life to write himself out. 
There fs a lady novelist among us who, 
though the remark Is ungallant, cer- 
talnly {s not under forty and who 
seems to improve In ber art and ad- 
vance In public favor as years roll on. 

“As to science, Helmholtz, 1 under- 
stand, took It up when ‘you would look 
at him often befére you took bim for 
a chicken.” Mr. Darwin was not under 
forty when he wrote the ‘Origin of 
Species. Mr. Huxley never grew old, 
and Lord Kelvin disproves the dictum 
of the American philosopher. In histo- 
ry. Carlyle bad well passed the fatal 
age when he gave birth to bis ‘Fred- 
erlck the Great,’ one of the most de- 
lightful books im the world. 

“Horace Walpole never fell off as @ 
letter writer, though he did fall In love 
very late in the day, and John Knoz, 
who also fell in love, was far over for- 
ty when he wrote his entertaining 
‘History of the Reformation.’ Froude's 
writing to the last was exactly as 
good ay crer, and so one could go on 
with instances to prove “ut there is 
more blood in the olf man than our 
American philosopher thinks,” 





‘The Confederate Master Rolls, 

In pursuance of an act of the Fifty- 
eighth congress General Ainsworth, 
milltary secretary, ts energetically at 
work upon the compilation of the Con- 
federate muster rolls. The chief point 
of Interest naturally is the determina- 
tion of the respective numbers of the 
two armles In the eivil war. The roater 
of Union soldiers has been made up, 
but the difficultics are greater as re- 
gard the Confederate armies owlng to 
the Incompleteness of the records. To 
mike the roster as complete as possl- 
ble letters have been addressed by the 
secretary of war to the governors of the 
fifteen states of the former Confeder- 
acy inviting thelr co-operation, which 
bas been cheerfully given. The muster 
Tolls supplied by these states are re- 
turned as soon as the compilation ts 
made, and it is believed the list as thus 
made up will be practically complete.
